During the last twenty-four hours the min- 
ing situation here has dhanged. The men who 
were disposed to juse only moderate 
force have become guilen and surly and 
one would not recognize them as the same set 
of men. They are np more determined to 
win now than they were before, but a totally 
aifferent spirit is manifested. The men who 
are in the strike actively are mostiy Poland- 
ers and Hungarians, many of whom can 
neither speak nor -understand the English 

-tanguage, which adds |an element of danger 
and unrest to the situation. 

The miners had a shift of men out all last 
night to watch the situation and stop all coal. 
No attempt was made to runs trains past here 
with the exception cf the midnight passenger, 
which was not molested.” The Illinois Central 
had = seemi: abandoned its service 
until. a littte--before noon today; when 
a train with two cars of coal 
and Division Supt. McCourt and Trainmaster 
Daily on it came to town., The miners were 
gathered at the cross roads to the number of 
150 and had driven links in coupling pins be- 
tween the rails and the guard rails in such a 
way that when the flange of the engine wheels 
struck them the locomotive would be derailed, 

When within fifty feet of the crossing the 
train was <stopped, miners having climbed 
aboard when they stopped at the depot and set 
the brakes and pulled the pins. The railroad 
officials tried to reasqn with the men, but it

THREATEN TO BLOW UP THE TROOPS. 


Anarchists at La Salle Plan Terrible Venge- 
ance=—Camp Under Double Guard. 


La Satie, Iil,, May 27.—[Special.]—The 
Strikers and their anarchistic sym pathizers 
have planned an attack on the troops with 
dynamite bombs. Tonight the camp is under 
double picket guard. This morning just asa 
report reached the camp that the men at 
Sr ring Valley—the real trouble makers—were 
forming for an attack on the camp and an in- 
cidental rescue of the men supposed to be 
there a man wandered up against an outpost 
atthe main entrance and in broken English 
asked to pass through the lines. His manner 
aroused suspicion and he was taken before 
Col. Bennitt and put through a rigid exam- 
ination. 

The examination revealed that he was a 
brother of one of the prisoners and under se- 
vere Cross questioning he became angry ana 
made some revelations which aroused the of- 
ficers. The man unhesitatingly assured Col. 
Bennitt the strikers had hundreds of dyna- 
mite bombs and intended at the first oppor-

tunity to. throw them into the ranks of the 
soldiers. He said these bombs were in the 
possession of Anarchists. He was an Anarch- 
ist himself, his brother was one, and there 
would be no hesitation whatever in using the 
bombs, 

The stranger’s story, told in a manner 
threatening and half conciliatory, had a won- 
derful effect on the camp. It corroborated 
the suspicion that a raid with dynamite was 
not only a ru.nor, and after having had some 
severe remarks addressed to him by Col. Ben- 
nitt the man was allowed to go, not, however, 
before he had been searched. Nothing incen- 
diary was found on him, 

Then came the Spring Valley story in ‘more 
details. It said-men at Ladd, Seatonville, 
and Peru were forming at Spring Valley. 
They meant busiress this time, their repulse 
of yesterday having maddened them, Their 
leaders had advised them of a new method of 
attack, and while the main object was de- 
clared to be the rescue of the men supposed 
to be in camp a skirmish with the soldiers 
and turning of the tables | were much 
desired.

Sheriff Taylor in the desperate battle of Thurs- 
day afternoon and was badly wounded, was 
seized with a hemorrhage tonight and at 8 
o’clock his physician cailed Father Higgins 
to his bedside, He wasstruck in the breast 
by a coupling:pin. He, however, laughed at 
his injuries and insisted he would recover 
from the effects of the blowin a few hours. 
He kept upon his feet until tonight and all 
day today was hard at work on the trail of the 
men who captured the train at Ladd, He 
came to La Salle tonight, reported progress 
to Sheriff Taylor, and then went to his room 
in the Harrison House, where he was seized 
with hemorrhage. His condition is be- 
lieved to be exceedingly serious, although his 
physician says he isa big, healthy man and 
can stand many such hemorrhages. 

Five loud explosions coming quickly One 
after another were responsible for some little 
excitement in the National Guard camp today. 
The explosions occurred at 10:30 last night, 
and now, twenty-four,hours later, where those 
explosions took place or what caused them is 
unknown. The sounds to people in La Salle 
indicated that! the reports came from Spring

He at once set in motion his secret service. 
Sheriff Taylor, who is probably at the head of 
this secret service, also set all his men at 
work. Tonight Col. Bennitt and the Sheriff 
admit they can find out absolutely nothing of 
the source of the explosions. It is known 
there is dynamite in the hands of some of the 
strikers. Theexplosions probably come from 
this source, but whether the discharges were 
accidental or experimental is mere conjecture. 


Prisoners Sent to Ottawa. 


Meantime, however, there had been a coun- 
cilof war at the camp over the removal of 
the prisoners to the jail at Ottawa. The 
rumors that a rescue was to 
tempted, coupled with the strange explosions, 
were an incentive to immediate action, No- 
body in the camp believed a rescue could 
be carried out even if attempted, but it was 
not thought best to try the temper of the 
strikers. So, early this morning ten squads 
of mer were formed, each squad was given a 
prisoner, by an arrangement a train was 
flagged near the camp, and the prisoners were 


prisoners seemed willing enough to exchange 
the canvas guard house tent for a stone and 
brick and iron resting-place. They were 
thoroughly frightened, too, at the men in uni- 
form, 

Pretty nearly everybody in La Salle and 
hundreds of persons from the surrounding 
towns and villages visited Camp Matthiesen 
today. That is, they were allowed to pass 
around and about the forty acres on which 
the Third Regimentis camped. The men 
were feeliag rested after their hard cnase of 
yesterday, and were happy and yet eager for 
almost any kind ofa fight. The rumors that 
flew about concerning a visit from Spring 
Valley had the effect of curtailing privileges 
extended to visitors. The men did not know 
at what minute they might be called out 
and the officers were wary of domg much 
talking in the presence of outsiders. Sheriff 
Taylor and Col. Bennitt were in close contact 
at all times and ready to act in any 
emergency. In front of the hospital tent, 
where the Sheriff puts in most of his time, 
was hung an iron rod taken from one of the 
eaptured nen. It was an object of curiosity 
to all who visited the camp, and was indeed a 
war relic of note. It was the length of an 
ordinary walking stick and crooked at one 
end. The other end had been filed toa point 
as fine as that of a needle. This iron walk- 
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hands of the striker’ who bore it, and its dan- 
gerous quality was not discovered until it was 
captured. Then it was remembered that hun- 
dreds of the men in the mob carried just such 
innocent-looking walking sticks. 

Mayor Matthiesen and others believe the 
miners will go to work to blow up the mines 
here if the troops are taken away. 


SHERIFF CHARGED WITH NEGLECT 


Indiana’s Governor May Be Asked to Pro- 
tect Railroad Property. 

Terre Havre, Ind., May 27.—[Special. ]— 
The Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad 
company has decided to call for aid either 
from the Governor or the United States Court 
tomorrow to move the thirty cars of coal 
which the miners have sidetracked at Lyford. 
Sheriff Jones of Parke County instead of 
agreeing to afford protection refused to do 
so. Ifan appeal is made to the Governor it 
will be on the ground that the Sheriff will not 
do his duty, and if the United States Court is 
appealed to it will be under the inter-State 
commerce law. The coal is from Kentucky 
and is billed to Chicago. The men are deter- 
mined to prevent outside coal gving into the 
market usually supplied from the Indiana 
mines. 

All-night freight trains on the road have 
been abandoned, while there is danger in try- 
ing to haul them through the affected district. 
The miners would likely stop them, supposing 
that box cars billed as containing merchandise 
had coal, as some of them had. 

All trains on the Evansville and Terre 

Haute railroad were held up at Shelburn, 
south of this city, today and examined by the 
striking coal miners. If no coal was found 
the trains were allowed to proceed, but when 
coal was found the cars were sidetracked. On 
the Big Four thé trains were also heid up and 
exainined. Several box cars loaded with coal 
were taken from the trains at Fontanet, east 
of this city. 
The miners’ wives gre still in charge of the 
Big Four coal shutes and refuse to let the 
company coal its engines. At Lyford, on the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois, there was some 
excitement early in the morning, when a train 
crew from Danville, Ill., attempted to move 
a number of ioaded coal cars captured from 
the Terre Haute detectives Saturday. The 
miners climbed‘on the cars and set the brakes, 
refusing to let the coal be moved. The crew 
was compelied to return without the coal.

The 
Sheriff has removed the bandage from his 
head and the wound is covered by a large 
patch of white courtplaster.

OUTBREAK FEARED AT MARSEILLES, 


Miners Frightened and Will Not Go to 
Work Today—Alarm at Ottawa. 

Orrawa, Ill., May 27.—[Special.|—Six of 
the ringleaders of the strikers ‘who were ar- 
rested at La Salle Saturday were this morn- 
ing brought to Ottawa and placed in the 
county jail. Only one can speak English and 
he refused to give the names of the prisoners. 
They are Slavs and are desperate-looking peo- 
ple. As they walked down the street from the 
Rock Island depot they’ created considerable 
excitement and hundreds of people turned out 
to see them. They will be given a pre- 
liminary hearing tomorrow and’ E, C. Hegeler 
may go on their bond. 

Sixty men with rifles are on guard at the 
jail tonight and if any “attempt ‘is made to 
rescue the prisoners the mob will meet with a 
hot reception. Tomorrow morning several 
more arrests are to be made at La Salle, and 
if. these prisoners are put in the county jail 
in this city there may be trouble here. 

Up to this evening everything is. quiet at 
Marseilles. The miners, however, are fright- 
ened and will not go to work tomorrow 
morning. Many fear an attack from Streator, 
and it is anticipated by the Sheriff and depu. 
ties that there will be trouble at Marseilles at 
daybreak tomorrow.

GOV. ALTGELD GOT “RATTLED.” 


Ordered Troops to Pana When the Town 
Was in No Dancer. 

Pana, Ill., May 27.—({Special.]—Assistant 
Adjutant-General Bayle and a great many 
citizens of this town are considerably an- 
noyed because four companies of State troops 
Altgeld. 
They are strongly convinced that’ there was 
no oceasion for sending them. The 
Governor, it is asserted, acted on the 
strength of wild, unfounded rumors and 
committed a grievous blunder. Nine-tenths of 
the people openly criticise his action. W. E. 
Hayward, Mayor of the town, is also held 
responsible for sending telegrams to the Gov- 
ernor saying 1,100 desperate strikers were en 
route here from Terre Haute, Ind., and that 
Pana was then at the mercy of) amarmed 
mob, The Mayor got his information from 
Train Dispatcher Neel of the Big Four road 
at Mattoon. The only thing at Pana indi- 
cating trouble was the presence 150 of Dep- 
uty Sheriffs going about telling the citizens 
not to congregate on the streets. 

When Gov. Altgeld received Mayor Hay- 
ward’s firat message yesterday he wired As- 


sistant Adjutant-General Bayle to come here 


from Centralia, investigate matters, and re- 

port tohim.

found nothing to warrant the calling of 
troops, but learned that the Governor nad 
already ordered Col. Culver and four compa- 
nies of the Fifth Regiment to come here.

No overt acts, however, 
had been committed by anybody. Adjutant- 
General Orendorff and J. A. Crawford, Presi- 
dent of the Mine Workers’ Union, came with 
the troops. They returned to Springfield 
eariy this morning. Sheriff Johnson of 
Christian County was at St. Louis yesterday, 
consequently had nothing to'do with the mat- 
ter. One of his deputies represented him 
with the Mayor. 

There are 800 men at work in the tour 
mines here, and last week they turned out 
5,000 tons of coal. Only 300 of the men be. 
long to the union, and they were taken in only 
recently, but because the other 500 refused 
to quit work they also kepty at it. The oper 
ators pay them 45 cents a ton, and ever since 
the strike commenced they have been putting

in full time and earning from $3 to $4 a day. 
As a result the striking miners everywhere 
are terribly incensed. Crawford made the 
remark that the men here would have tocome 
out. As two-thirds of these men are Ameri- 
cans and intelligent Germang they say Craw- 
ford does not speak for them, that they want 
to work, and propose to work, 

Those taken into the union, however—and 
they are Poles and Slavs—haye been waiting 
for an excuse to quit. Because of the pres- 
ence of the militia and under pretense of ob- 
jecting to working under guard, they claim 
this as a good excuse and declare they will 
not go into the pits tomorrow mnorning. Two 
hundred of these foreigners employed at the 
North mine decided today tostay out. They 
will be joined by 100 more from the old mine 
and the Springside shaft. |

CRIPPLE Creek, Colo., May 27.—[Spe- 
cia!.|—A terrible fate faces one or more men 
held as hostages by union minerson Bull 
Hi:l. They are threatened with death by the 
strikers, and the first to go will be Samuel 
McDonald, manager of the Strong Gold King 
and Anna Lee mines, He faced deathin the 
Strong mine when it was ‘blown up Friday 
morning and with two others stood ready to 
sell his life dearly behind a barricade in one 
of the drifts until the minere guaranteed him

ties, the miners decided to kill McDonald if 
their own men taken prisoners were not re- 
leased. They would exchange man for man 
until the six union men were free, else Mc- 
Donald's life would be taken and then the 
others would be executed. 

A committee of fifteen went to Tony Bar- 
ron, Marshal of Victor, and announced their 
decision, asking him to carry their ultimatum 
to the deputies. Barron proceeded to Wil- 
bur to catch the deputies, but on arriving 
there found? they had retreated out of the 
country. Barron returned and reported his 
failure to Chairman Edwards of the Miners’ 
committee, who says Barron promised to 
open negotiations with Colorado Springs, and 
that it he failed it would be impossible to 
keep McDonald from the fury of the miners. 
Edwards declined to tell Marshal Barron 
where the three prisoners were kept and 
claimed not to know himself.

Strikers Declare They Will Kill Negro 
Miners=Col. Rend’s Denial. 

Pirrssura, Pa., May 27.—[Special. ]—The 
first attempt to break the big coal strike will 
be made at McDonald Station, on the Paw- 
handle railroad, im another week, and 
with it is expected. % be precipitated one 
of the greatest labor riots on record. 
W. P. Rend, the milionaire operator of the 
Jumbo mines,,near the McDonald oil fields, 
has posted notices saying the men must 
be at .work next Monday morning one 
week or their places will be filled 
by imported negroes. In the mine offices 
and outbuildings Rend has rifles and ammu- 
nition. in abuadance. The strikers, incensed 
at the peremptory tone of the notice and the 
warlike preparations on the part of the 
employers, are gathering arms and ammuni- 
tion. They say they will shoot the 
negroes down,” The Jumbo mines operated 
by Col. Rend ‘are nearthe heart of the Mc- 
Donald oil field. They give employment.to 


r 1,000 men, The. .vicinity .abounds in 
the roughest characers, The . pop- 
ulace sympathizes .with the miners, 
‘and a conflict - there at this 


time it was thought would eclipse in violence 
and bloodshed the great Homestead riots. 
The miners are open in their declarations 
to do- violence and Rend is equally deter- 
mined, The operator made no secret of his 
preparations to protect his negroes. All the 
box and coal cars of the Panhandle railroad 
have been moved away from that vicinity and 
massed in Carnegie. ‘In anticipation of 
trouble breaking out at any wme steam is 
kept constantly in locomotives along the 
lines. The | latest reports show that 
the - miners of Tom’s Run, Moon 
Run, and Montour Junction have 
sworn to stand with Kend’s men when the 
first strike for freedom, as they call it, is 
made. ‘They realize that if a successful start 
is made at the Jumbo mines the great strike 
will be practically broken. They, too, are 
arming themselves with all poss.ble haste. 
(Col. W. P. Rend said last night: “ There is 
not a word of truth in this report. Some other 
mines must have gotten mixed up with mine. Il 
never gave any authority for such 
placards, and am confident that they would 
not be placed there without my consent.

More. money is 
lost every day by the idleness of the mines 
than all the profits of all the contracts that 
are preventing a settlement put together.”’ 


WANT PATTISON FOR ARBITRATOR. 


Pennsylvania Strikers Willing to Settle 
with the Operators. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., May 27.—|Special.]— 
Blood will not be shed in the Clearfield coal 
region tomorrow, the miners having decided 
to wait forafew days and ascertain if the 
National Board will not permit them to settle 
their troubles with Gov. Pattison as arbitrator. 
In the Cambria district the Mitchell company 
today posted notices calling the men to work, 
and in case of refusal negroes will ‘be im- 
ported. This means trouble. The families 
of the men in the Clearfield and Cambria dis- 
tricts are starving and this makes them more 
desperate. Nenriy all the mines there 
as well as in Westmoreland Coun- 
ty, Pa.. and George’s Creek, Md., 
are owned by Philadelphians. The operators 
here declare they will not give in. The Penn- 
syivania railroad transports in 
nearly one million tons per week. Thé strike 
is a serious blow to the corporation. , Ferry- 
boats and other steamers. at this port were 
paying $5.50 per ton for coal yesterday. 
Mills are shutting down in all directions.” The 
East is now feeling the effect of the strike and 
a demand has gone up for settlement.

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TO DOWN THE GOVERNOR. 


They Are Trying to Get the Ex-Judge to 
Work for the Senate Nomination=Re- 
publicans, if the Legislature Be Demo- 
cratic, Would Favor HimeTuley and 
MacVeagh as Blinds for His Excellency 
=Delegates to Republican League Con- 
vention. 


‘Unless some one clothed with proper au- 
thority takes a sponge and wipes out all the 
various schemes scheduled for the Demo- 
cratic county convention June 11 that gath- 
ering will be without an equal so far as local 
Democratic politics goes. At least this is the 
opinion of some of the wise heads who make 
it their business to keep tab on political 
events, 

Foremost and most troublesome is the 
United States Senatorship—foremost be- 
cause of its importance and _  trouble- 
some because of its numerous candidates. 
There are half a dozen big Democrats in 
Chicago, not particularly identitied with the 
party organization, .who would be more 
than satisfied if called upon to serve thé 
party in the capacity of candidate for the 
honorable position; and there are several 
candidates, as is well known, backed with 
machines of their own, who are after this 
piace. Just now they are seeking to get what- 
ever prestige there is connected with an in- 
dorsement by the Democratic county comyen- 
tion, 

Just to Help Altgeld. 

The most active faction is the Gov. Altgeld 
following, which is, of course, backed by 
the State machine. Congressman-at-large 
Black and Col. Morrison -havé_ their 
respective lieutenants plowing the State, and 
have been so active as to alarm the Altgeid 
people. Thus far Gov. Altgeld has not allowed 
his lieutenants to admit he is a candidate. 
Whether he has or has not cuts no figure. The 
statement is made on good authority that he 
is. The conference at the Mayor's office the 
other day, in which Speaker Clayton E. Crafts 
and others participated, was clearly in the 
interest of Altgeld. This conference can- 
yassed the names of Judge Murray ¥. Tuley 
and Franklin MacVeagh, and it was not in- 
tended the object of the meeting should 
become known until it . was defi- 
nitely decided which man_ should be 
selected to stand-in the breach to defend Al|lt- 
geld against Gen. Black aud Col. Morrison, 
Of course it- was not fended either that 
Judge Tuley or Mr. MacVeagh should know 
that his pame was being used simply as a 
convenience to Aitgeid and that the machine 
had no other candidate in mind except the 
Governor. All these schemes were simply 
moves in the old, old game of politics and it 
seeins the more ancient the move the more 
successful'y it can be worked on the unsus- 
pecting who are ambitious. 


Moran Is on the Fence, 


While the politicians have been thus 
actively engaged some of the friends 
of ex-Judge Thomas A, Moran 
have been actively at work 


in his interest and hope he may be the party 
candidate for United States Senator. One of 
the trovbies of this movement is that the ex- 
Judge will not give his consent and his name 
is not being used with his authority. There is 
this much to encourrge those who have the 
matter in hand, for Mr: Moran has not 
brought his foot down and absolutely refused 
to allow his name to be considered. He sitn- 
ply has occupied a neutral position and de- 
clined: to say anything one way or '|the 
other. Those working in the interest 
of Mr. Moran are not politicians and 
few of therm are identified with 
the party organization. but they are rather 
men whoseinfluence in the business com- 
munity is exeeedingly great; and, if they suc- 
ceed in earrying their. purpose, it will be be- 
cause of their ability to bring sucha pressure 
on the politicians as to cause the latter to 
yield to their judgment, 

Ex-Judge Moran's attitude in behalf of 
Judge Gary does not make him ar ideal can- 
didate, so far as the Altgeld wing of the party 
is concermed, but it commends ties highly to 
the better element of the party and to the 
minds of those who are notin sympathy with 
the Gubernatorial policy. 


Republicans Against the Governor. 


A peculiar feature of the Moran movement 
is that there are several prominent Repub- 
licans who have the confidence of Democrats 
having the matter inf charge, These Repub- 
licans have made it clear to Mr. Moran’s 
friends that they, of course, are fora Repub- 
lican in case the Legislature is Republican, 
but should it be Democratic they are deter- 
mined to absist in every way they can to pre- 
vent Gov, Altgeld becoming United States 
Senator. They also have taith in. Mr. Moran 
and believe he would be a eredit to the State 
and to Chicago in the Senate. He served six- 
teen years on the bench and retired a couple 
of years ago to enter the law firm of Adolph 
Kraus and Levy Mayer. Heisone of the 
most prominent members of the bar. 

Gov. Altgeld is said to be still exceedingly 
bitter toward Mr. Moran on account of the 
aid he rendered Judge Gary, but Judge Tu- 
ley, whose name was before last week's con- 
ference, also supported Judge Gary. John 
W. Lanehart spent yesterday in Springtieid 
and, it is understood, the’ object of hia visit 
was to discuss with the Governor the ques- 
tion of whether Tuley or MacVeagh should 
be taken upto hold the fort in the county 
convention against Black and Morrison. 
The move in the interest of ex-Judge Moran 
will be a great surprise to Altgeld, notwith- 
standing it has been talked for over a month 
and seyeral important conferences have been 
held. Gen, Black, who is now living in Chi- 
cago, has never been well liked 
by the politicians here and, except 
Coroner McHale, there is not a politician in 
town who has any use| for Col. Morrison. 
Gen. Bluck, it is understood, will get some 
support through the State committee. He is 
a personai friend of Chairman Phelps. Some 
of the courttiesin the central and northern 
part of the State always have been more or 
less friendly to Black when his name was be- 
fore the State convention, and he always has 
been able to command the support of the 
sinall soldier element in the Democratic 
party. 

Just what steps will be taken to put the 
county convention on record has not been de- 
termined, it is said, by ‘any of the factions, 
but it may be depended on that there will be 
some lively wire-pulling.

The Southern leaguers are 
making up a train load to start from Nash- 
ville. We will send out a special from 
Chicago, and Secretary Humphrey, who is 
now in the East, reports that the East wiil not 
be behind the West in the number of those 
who willtake in the convention. The con- 
vention will mark the opening of the Con- 
gressional campaign ana there will be a few 
of the Republican members of Congress who 
will not be there. The Republicans realize 
that things political are running our way just 
now, and to this is due the big interest in the 
convention.” 


MASON IN AN AGGRESSIVE CANVASS, 


Ex.Congressman Is Giving Senator Cullom 
a Lively Race. 

Thus far William E. Mason is the most 
aggressive candidate for the seat in the United 
States Senate to be filled by the next General 
Assembly. Mr. Mason is making a thorough 
canvass of the State and is apparently paying 
special attention to the county conven tions in 


the northern part. Saturday he attended the 


Du Page County convention. Senator Cul- 
lom’s friends apparently are doing as little 
surface work as possible, and those who are

If energy and persistence cut any figure, 
Mr, Mason certainly isin the fight up to his 
eyes, and as the county conventions become 
more numerous he plunges in deeper and 
deeper and with apparent good results. His 
friends regard him as flecidedly in the lead 
so far as advantages gained by one or the 
other of the candidates are concerned, 

The first conventions of last week were in 
Rock Island and McHenry Counties and from 
the standpoint of the ex-Congressman’s 
friends, Mason lightning-rods were struck at 
both places. Of course the Sangamon County 
convention passed resolutions indorsing Sen- 
ator Cullom. He livesiat Springfield, and it 
was to be supposed his own county would in- 
dorse him. The resolutions indicated that 
Sangamon County in the State convention 
and in thé Legislature will be for the Senator. 


Men Are Friendly. 


As to Rock Island County, reports seem to 
indicate that Mr. Mason has a large majority 


of the men who go to ‘the State convention 


friendly to him and that that county will un- 
doubtedly be for him whenever the Senatorial 
matter shall arise. The same is said to be 
true of McHenry County, and it is more than 
likely that the Republicans of De Kalb and 
Kendall Counties will favor a Senator from 
Northern Illinois, and the indications are said 
to be that they are principally for Muson. 

In Macon there is said to be a pretty even 
division between the two candidates, Mr. 
Mason was seen to ascertain what his views 
were as to the outcome, and he was just tak- 
ing the train to go to Du Page County, where 
the convention was to be held. He said he 
was busy sawing wood, but believed he had 
the practical support of Northern Illinois; 
that he was not taking part in any other fignt 
except his own, and that he intended to so 
conduct his canvass that he would not have 
to apologize to any oné after he got through, 
but be able to give his strength and hearty 
support to whoever might succeed. 

Asked about the State convention he 
replied that he had not urged the matter of 
the State conventiontaking up the Sena- 
torial question, and that, being a candidate, it 
would be a littie bit iinpertinent on the part 
of any candidate to attempt to dictate the 
time, place, or manner of choosing a candi- 
date, but, inasmuch as the plan of nominat- 
ing in the State convention had been suggest- 
ed and recommended at the outset by Senator 
Culiom he had made up his mind he ought to 
prepare to meet him atthe State convention 
if it was deemed | advisable by ‘the 
party to nominate there. He said 
there was a growing sentiment in favor of 
nominating a candidate if the Democrats 
place a man in nomination. Four years ago 
Mr. Mason chalienged Senator John M, 
Palmer to joint debate and Gen, Palmer de- 
clined to meet him on the ground that the 
Republican party had no candidate in the 
field. Mr. Mason isanxieus, in case the Dem. 
ocrata nominate, to be in a position to meet 
he r cind. late in aointdebate, and, by stand- 
ing on terms of equality, in political parlance 
to be able to deny many of the assertions 
made by the Democrats, For this reason he 
thinks the Repub:ican party may nominate in 
convention, and he is wiliing to submit his 
claims there or to the caucus after the Leg- 
islature is elected. 


State Ticket Will Be Elected. 


‘There is no doubt about the election of the 
State ticket.”” Mr. Mason continued. ‘Nor 
do I think there is any doubt about the elec- 
tion of the State Legislature, whether the 
present apportionment is set aside or not. 
There is in process of formation a complete 
political revolution; not a few changes here 
and|there, but such an jimuinense turning over 
that even the most sanguine Democrats wil! 


be surprised if we do not elect practically 
all (the Republican candidates for Con- 
gress in this State by good’ majorities, 


If we elect a Congress by a good large ma- 
jority this fall it will give confidence to man- 
ufacturers and business-men. If the Repub. 
lican Senators would make the same fight 
against the Wilson bill that the Democratic 
Senators made against the force bill, which 
they ought to do, the Wilson bill could be de. 
feated until after the long session is over and 
then the election would take place and would 
be $0 overwhelmingly Republican that it 
would give the conseryative Democrats a 
chance to say the people’ had changed their 
minds.”’ 

Cook County instructed against the Mason 
nomination in the State) convention, and in 
that|particular Mr. Mason may be disappoint-

THE SOOTY NUISANCE, 


From Bergen to New York It Saves 30 
Per Cent in FueleTransatiantic Craft 
May Adopt the Type of Furnace That 
Is Keonomical and Clean—Railway Em- 
ployes Plan for a Mrotherhood Feder- 
ation=A Minister Jumps on Gov. 
Flower=Other Gotham News, 

New Yors, May 27,—| Special. ]—No smoke 
issued from ‘the funnels of the Hamburg- 
American steamer Grimm as it proceeded to 
its pier early this morning. The boat arrived 
here late last night from Bergen. Its fur- 
nades consume all the smoke and gases. Nc 
black viouds pour from the funnels and no 
cinders fall upon the deck. The craft is fitted 
with furnaces that so completely burn the 
coal and all the products pf its combustion 
that it requires 30 per cent less fuelterun it 
than would be required with ordinary fur- 
naces. The Grimm was laid up for six weeks 
in Hamburg before it proceeded to Bergen on 
the way to New York. There the old 
furnaces were removed and the steamer 
wags fitted with smoke consuming de- 
viees.* There are six boilers, (in 
two nests,’ They do not come in contact with 
the) burning coal. Steam is generated in 
them entirely by the passing of the burning 
gases and heated air through their flues. The 
Grimm burned only 250 tons of coal on the 
voyage of fourteen days from Bergen, Under 
ordinary conditions it would have consumed 
at least 350 tons. The Grimm averages 
about eleven anda half knots an hour. It 
carties only freight and steerage passengers. 
First-class passenger liners consume an im- 
mehse amount of coal in comparison with 
that burned by vessels of the class of the 
Grimin, The same principle applied to them 
would result in a large reduction in their run- 
ning expenses. 

Kimil L. Boas, General Passenger Manager 
of the Hamburg-American line, said today if 
the report upon the device made by Capt. 
Krecht and Chief Engineer Lange of the 
Grimin was entirely satisfactory it would only 
be a question of a few months before the new 
furnaces would be used by all the vessels of 
the line. 

Assistant Engineer Otto Remschel said the 
new systein was successful and that the chief 
engineer probable would report in favor of 
its adoption. If the smoke-consuming fur- 
nacés are entire:y adapted to the uses of the 
bgiexpress steamers the fuel bill of the 
steainship coinpanies will be decreased nearly 
one-third. The labor of the stokers will be 
lessened greatly. Coming over here the fire- 
men on the Grimm did not have to work 
more than half as hard as usual. 

The new furnace is of simpie construction. 
The jcoal is put in at a door in the top of the 
furnace. It falis upon a grate beneath, which 
is a tunnel running out under the boiler and 
finally into the ues. Drawn by the powerful 
draft the smoke and gases from the burning 
coal are conducted into the tunnel beneath 
the grate, thence through the boiler tubes, 
hey find their way through a pipe into the 
funnel, where they are drawn into the fur- 
nace again, Thus all gases and burned 
particles of carbon are consumed. Fresh air 
is supplied from the vessel’s funnels. The 
top of the furnace is cooled by means of cold 
water, which circulates through a compart- 
ment above it, 


FOR A BROTHERHOOD FEDERATION, 
That Is the Scheme of the Railway Em- 
ployes Now in Convention. 

New Yorx, May 27.—[Special.|—The 
Grand Railroad convention of six great bodies 
of employés began today at the Lenox Ly- 
ceum. The bodies represented were the loco- 
motive engineers, locomotive firemen, switch- 
men, telegraphers, trainmen, and conductors. 
One thousand and eight hundred delegates 
were present and tomorrow, when the real 
business of the convention begins, it is expected 
2,500 will be in attendance. C. E. Weisz 
was Temporary Chairman. T. C. O'Sullivan, 
representing Mayor Gilroy, made an address 
of welcome. E. E. Clark, Grand Chief of the 
Order of Railroad Conductors, was elected 
Permanent Chairman. P. H. Morrisey, As- 
sistant Grand Master of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen, said it was now time to 
renounce the old trade union methods and 
to (make the fight in the  Legis- 
latures| of the States and in the halls 
of Congress. The unions needed legislation 
more than arbitration. The railroad men 
stood; today as a bulwark against the ad- 
vancing wave of anarchy that was sweeping 
over the country. Secretary Doyie read a bill 
which he had succeeded in getting upon the 
statute books of New Jersey, to the effect that 
a fine of $500 would be imposed’on any per- 
son orf corporation that forced its employés 
to renounce allegiance to any associa- 
tion. or brotherhood as a_ condition 
of their retaining their employment. The 
law, however, was almost useless, 
It was agreed that arbitratiom was the proper 
thing.| It was also decided that a National 
committee should be appointed for legis- 
lative) purposes. Further, that local com- 
mitteés in every State should be appointed to 
look after State legislation regarding the ir- 
terest3 of the organizations. At the 
public reception E. E, Clark = said: 
‘‘While the capitalist heaped up money merely 
to eatisfy greed. labor sought to get a fair 
wage for a fair day’s work to procure a home 
in which to put his loved ones. Nothing 
should so surely stand between anarchy and 
the government as the labor organizations. 

‘* Do not destroy them,’’ he said, * iest asa 
result we see the hand which now contentedly 
carries the dinner pail carrying the red flag, 
and the voice|now heard lovingly in the home 
be heard in passion and crying for revenge.”’

QUEER CRAFT LIKE THE WHALEBACK 
Peculiar Construction of the Turret Age 
Built in England. 

New Yorx, May 27.—/[Special.|—There 
came trailing into quarantine today one 
of the queerest craft that have ever pussed 
inside the Hook. The crew of the Turret 
Age describe it as a whaleback, and in certain 
respects it is one, But itis so different fro1a the 
commun type of whaleback, first launched 
in the great lakes, that it may be said to rep- 
resent a particular type of its own. Instead 
of conical bows this craft has the straight 
and sharp stem and the same rounded stern 
and counter as the Atlantic tramp, But, with 
this all its similarity to the common type of 
steamship ceases. A few yards abait the 
stem piece the sharp bows merge into the 
turtle-back deck of the whaleback and from 
thence aft the whaleback type is prominent 
until the deck rises to meet the stern proper. 
Another peculiarity is the manner in waich 
the craft is steered, Instead of the steam 
steering gear being attached to the rudder 
quadrant over the ship's median line 
it works at the starboard side 
is operated by a_ single steel 
shaft that passes along from the bridge.

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ACTIVE STEPS TO SEQURE HELP,

Committee Appointed at the Mass-Meet- 
ing Called by the Trade and Labor As- 
sembly Which Will Solicit Subscrip- 
tious Proposition That One Day's 
Wages Be Given to the Men Favorably 
Received=Brickmakers Indorse the 
Strike=Supplies Still on Hand. 

Organized labor in Chicago has taken act. 
ive steps to assist the suffering families of the 
Pullman strikers. It is expected that $5,000 
will be raised for this purpose. In response 
to a call of the’Trade and Labor Assembly 
and the Building Trades Council represeuta- 
tives of the labor organizafions in the city 
met at No. 199 Randolph afreet yesterday 
afternoon to devise ways and means for car. 
rying out this work. The meeting was calied 
to order by J. J. McGrath, President of the 
Trade and Labor Assem®ly, who was made 
Permanent Chaifman, He ordered the call 
read, which stated that the object of the 
meeting was not to take charge of the strike 
but to aid the families of the strikers. 

T.. W. Heathcote was then introduced and 
he stated the cause of the strike and its pres. 
ent. condition. 

Before the strike we were almost wholly a body 
of non-union men, the painters being the only 
ones among us who were organized. We are now 
union men and propose to remain such. During 
the last six months our wages have been cut al.- 
most 50 per cent. Men whoformeriy made $3.50 
a day now only draw $1.55. On the Long Island 
contract the company claimed that it was losing 
$20,000. Il made an estimate of the cost of con- 
strueting one car and compared it with the com- 

any’s estimate and mine was much lower. 

Railroads pay $2.50 and $2.75 a day for the same 

work for which a Pullman employé generaily 

receives 90 cents. Pallman owns nearly every 
man working for him, as we owe him over $150,.-

We are thoroughly organized. About 98% 
per cent belong to the union. We intend to stay 
out. until the American Railway Union is 
ruined or George M. Pullman is a pauper. We 
need help and we have come to you. Our wives 
and clrildren are starving. yet they have been our 
stanchest supporters in the tight. 

Numerous auestions concerning the canse 
of the strike were asked by W. C. Pomeroy 
and others and the matter then came up for 
discussion. It was. at first suggested thata 
committee of twenty-one be appointed to so. 
licit subscriptions from the ~various labor 
unions. Richard Powers of the Seaman's 
Union thought this was too large and moved 
that the committee Consist of five. Mr. Pom. 


‘ eroy amended it by providing that the com: 


mittee consist of women, but this was voted 
down. After furthér discussion # was decid. 
ed to appoint a committee of seven. W. C, 
Hollister of the KXight-Hour Herald was 
appointed Treasurer and the commit- 
tee namwned as follows: Chairman, Mrs, 
Dr. Bradley, Miss Kate Kavanaugh, 
Miss Elizabeth Aleover, William Jones, Vice- 
President of. the Trades and Labor Assem- 
bly; S. A. Wilson, Organizer for the Carpen. 
ters’ Council; Lee Hart of the Theatrical 
Workers, and Walter Groves, Secretary of the 
Trade and Labor Assembly. This commit- 
tee will at once begin the work of raising 
money for the strikers. 

As a suggestion to the committee Richard 
Powers moved that next Satarday or some 
other day be set aside as Pullman day, on 
which an excursion on the lake be arranged 
and tickets sold at $1 each, the proceeds 
to go to the relief fund. In thi 
he thought by selling tickets among 
the various unions considerable money could 
be raised. At the least he said $4,000 to 
$5,000 ought to be secured in forty-eight 
hours. Mr. Grady of the Bricklayers’ Union 
thought this impracticable. William Howard 
proposed that some day be set apart, desig- 
nated by soime appropriate name, on which 
each union man at work should contribute 
one day’s pay.

SAW THE SITE OF CHICAGO SOLD. 


Prof. Turner Relates How the Swamp Was 

; Bought from Indians, 

The appended communication from -Prof. 
J.B. Turner of -Jacksouville, Ill., was (re- 
ceived by Judge John Moses, the historian, 
and contains some interesting reminiscences 
of Chicago’s early .days. Prof. Turner is 
well known throughout the State as one of 
the founders of the Illinois! College. He is 
oue of the few remaining pioneers, is 89 years 
old and well preserved, with a remarkably 
good memory. Here is what the professor 


has to say: | 
Before Chicago had even a name of its own [ 
| was at Fort Dearborn, in 1838, at the time the 
Pottawattamie chief, the father of the present 
chief, Pokaygon. assembled his whole tribe on the 
Frome near the fort to sell out their lands in 
liinois to the Great Father of the white men 
President Andrew Jackson. ‘They came painted 
and feathered. tomahawk, scaiping knife, bows, 
and arrows in hands, and some firelocks and 
shotguns, squaws, papooses, ponies, kitchen fur- 
niture, and all, as it seemed to them befitting the 
great gala occasion, which lasted more than a 
week. Their total number was said to be about 
8,000. There was, then, so far asl could see, 
but one log house in Chicago outside of the fort 
and apart from the few acres of elevated prairie 
where the Indians encamped and raced their 
ponies across the river from the fort. The whole 
of Chicago was the most dreary and unsightly- 
looking spot l ever saw. One could hardly step 
on the level ground about the river without go- 
ing over his boot tops in moss and mud. 

The Indians had a gay time of it in stuffing 
themselves with the beef and venison furnished 
by the great father of the white men, cooked on 
a forked stick over a bed of burning coals, 
land yassed around on a stick to 
ithe whole circle of guests surrounding the 
fire and sitting on the eround, for each one to cut 
off with his scalping knife whatever he liked or 
cook it more if he pieased and then pass it on to 
hie comrade. No French cooks were needed, no 
tabies, dishes, knives or forks, no chairs nor 
benches, The whole performance wasinthe ex- 
treme simplicity and necessity of nature itself 
and they seemed to enjoy it hugely; and so did I, 
for it was entire.y a now thing to me.

SIOUX HAVE -A FAD FOR SUICIDE, 


Braves Indicate Their Progress in Civili- 
zation by Self-Destruction. 

CHAMBERLAIN, S. D., May 26.—[Special 
Correspondence.|—Recent events prove that 
the Sioux Indiaus are rapidly becoming civ- 
ilized if the fact that many of them are fol- 
lowing closely in the footsteps of lawless 
whites can be construed as an evidence of 
civilization. Formerly suicides among the 
Indians were never heard of, while during the 
last few years a number of Sioux have com- 
mitted the crime of self-destruction. In the 
matter of quarreling and fighting about land 
some of the Sioux are also becoming apt pu- 
pils of quarrelsome white farmers. The last 
murder reported from the Sioux reservation 
was caused by a dispute over a piece of land. 
An Indian named Eagle Louse had taken a 


farm under the  severalty' act. The 
land was better’ than the average 
and many other Indians thought they 
wanted it. The owner was compelled, in 


order to maintain possession, to assert his 
rights by a show of arms. The most per- 
sistent claimant of the land was another 
Sioux named Thunder Hawk. To discourage 
the owner as much as po-sible and render his 
life a burden Thunder Hawk on several oc- 
¢casions cut the fences abvut the place and let 
wild stock out to scatter broadcast over the 
prairie. Eagle Louse had some wild colts 
and kept them securely in a corral, The day 
of ‘the murder Thunder Hawk arrived on the 
scéne once more, andin a mament had cut 
the corral fence and let the coltg loose. Eagle 
Louse witnessed the act andin the fight that 
ensued Thunder Hawk was shot and killed. 
The murderer now lies in the Deadwood jail 
awaiting the next term of the United States 
court, when he will be tried for the crime.

SHRINKAGE IN PROPERTY VALUES, 


Surprising Tale of Decrease Told by As- 
sessors In Muskincuam Connty, O. 

ZANESVILLE, O., May 27.—[Special.]—The 
Commissioners of Muskingum County realize 
most seriously that there has been a contrac- 
tion in values which is not merely nominal. 
In most of the funds of the county the high- 
est rate allowed by law has been levied, so 
that there can be no increase in the rate of 
taxation. Set against this is a startling de- 
crease in the tax duplicate. The com- 
plete returns of personal proper- 
ty (from every ward and township 
in the county made by sworn 
Assessors, show a decrease in amount of 
$700,000, but five precincts showing any 
gain. The averag? loss is $175,000 for each 
precinct of the county. There has been again 
in the real estate duplicate of the county 
of about $100.000, but that is not 
large for the previous year. An examination 
of the returns shows that the townships have 
suffered as great a shrinkage in values as the 
city precincts, the greatest loss being $180,- 


| 000! for Wayne Township. There are no 


local causes which account for this result. 
Many of the Assessors have been chosen year 
after year and their returns show as great re- 
ductions as those who have béen chosen for 
the first time. Thesole cause seems to be the 
general business depression, prevailing 
throughout the country.

CHICAGO, May 25.—[ Editor of The Tribune. }— 
Whatis the cause of the hard times? Is it

[But times were good, money -_plenty, employ- 
ment abundact, and wages high until after Hur-

I'he time had come for a change in the financial 
affairs of this country. The railroad speed at 
which we have been traveling in aimost ail kinds 
of business must cause a fricaon that was sure to 
bring disaster sooner or later. ihe rush of man- 
ufacturers to produce goods has caused an over- 
production, as can piainly be seen by there being 
any amount of a.most all kinds of goods on 


band at the present time, after hundreds of mills - 


and factories have been clused for so ieng a 
time. Still the prices are as low if not lower 
than ever before. 

[There was no overproduction of goods as long 
as everybody was earning and making plenty of 
money to buy the goods. Waen the merchants 
ceased. layiig in their accustomed stocks of 
goods, thus cutting off demand, and the facto- 
ries, furnaces, and milis saw that lower prices 
were coming began cutting wages and laying off 
workmen, hard times set in. The “ overprodac- 
tion’ is caused by underconsumption, and that 
results from the Democratic policy of low pro 
tection and cheap wages, with the resulting 
strikes, lockout, riots, and confusion. } 

The rush of foreigners to this country and the 
prices paid them fur labor has helped to increase 
our preduction of manufactured goods which we 
do not need. 

[This “ rush of foreigners’ was in response to 
the great demand of extra labor to produce new 
manufactures and new buildings, new railroads 
and new enterprises which resulted from the 
high wages caused by ample protection. } 

A rush to the large towns, in my opinion, is an- 
other cause of great troubie and distress. Instead 
of going onto uncultivated lands and producing 
the peopie have flocked to the cities, where they 
couid get employment when times were good, 
but as soon as the pinch comes then there is no 
work for them, and they are dependent on char- 
ity, as but few of them have saved anything for a 
* rainy day.”’ 

[Laboring people will always “flock” where 
they can get the best wages and can make the 
easiest living. Thatis natural. The real “ over- 
production’’ has been in food stuffs produced in 
this country for several years past, as. compared 
with the demand of the foreign markets for our 
surplus foodstuffs. Resulting in cheap prices of 
grain.and meat and small profits and unsatis- 
factory recompense to the husbandman: and 
those poor prices caused discord on the farms 
and sent tens of thousands of the sons and daugh- 
ters of the farmers into thé cities, where toil 
was better compensated, and there you are. } 

When they (the city workmen) were getting 
good pay it was all (7?) spent and by mang for 
ijuxuries which have been an injury to them. 
Beer, whisky, and tobacco have been the most 

- prominent of these luxuries. Now they are curs- 
ing the men that have employed them because 
they cannot give them work and high wages 
without financial loss at their former wages. Or 
if the manufacturers do keep their establish- 
ments running, and to save themselves from loss 
make the pay of the men down somewhere near 
where it wasa year ago. Then the men must 
strike and iet their famuiies sutfer. 

{The workingmen undoubtediy acted very fool- 
ishly 1n not letting well enough alone, but voting 
for Cleveland, free trade, and a change, and they 
are suffer'ng for their mitsake severely. It is to 
be hoped they are getting their eyes open to the 
huge blunder they committed in November, 1892, 
and have resolved to correct the error this fall at 
subsequent elections and help to restore the 
policy of good wages, ampic employment and

To Improve the Life-Saving Service. 
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Indians and Wild Beasts Bad Enough for 
the Man Walking from Argentina to 
Chicago, but Vicious Snakes Are His 
Worst Enemies=<Attacked by an Army 
of Alligators~Practical Examination of 
the Proposed Pan-American REallway 
RouteEngineering Problems, 

Panama, May 6.— [Special Correspondence 
of the New York World.}]—The pedestrian on 
his way from Buenos Ayres to Chicago is stop- 
ping here to recuperate. His arrival com- 
pletes half—and the most difficult part-—of his 
adventuresome journey. In one year and 
nine months 5,844 miles of ground have been 
traversed. 

It was on Aug. 8, 1892, that Herr Antonio 
Bem, an Austro-Hungarian engineer and 
scientist attached to the Geographical and 
Astronomical Institution of Buenos Ayres, 
undertook to make the journey on foot from 
that capital to Chicago, ostensibly to go to 
the great Exposition, but really to report to 
the Argentine Government on the feasibility 


Of the proposed Pan-American railway north. 


Argentiua has her own system of railways, 
and the idea was to ascertain whether she 
would be justified in contributing to the cost 
of a trunk road to connect her national lines 
directly with those of North America. 

So while Engineer Kelly was tracking it 
with a flourish of trumpets and a well- 
equipped expedition from Quito to Cuzco, 
and Engineer Shunk was working northward 
‘through Ecuador and Colombia, Herr Bem 
was slowly and carefully covering the ground 
between Buenos Ayres and Panama. 

This, in brief, isthe secret history of the 
expedition, perhaps one of the most remark- 
able on record. Much adv was made over 
Stanley’s journey across Africa, effected with 
a small army well equipped and provisioned. 
Herr Bem has traversed the length of the 
South American continent practically alone 
and made observations which, though nec. 
essarily superficial, may materially aifect the 
destiny of the great enterprise designed to 
link the nations of the New World into closer 
commercial and perhaps political union by 
means. of the iron horse; for according to 
Bem thereis nothing to prevent the con- 
struction of the road. 

The principal engineering problems he ob- 
served were in the construction of bridges 
and causeways, in themselves quite feasible, 
His estimate is that the cost of construction 
shoula not exceed an average of $400,000 
per league; this is between Cuzco and Pan- 
ama. With the conditions south of Cuzco the 
Argentine Government is familiar; with those 
north of Panama Bem yet has to make him. 
seif acqua:nted. 

. rhe accompanying sketch map shows the 
route traversed by Herr Bem from Buenos 
Ayres to Panama. 

The story of the journey, though not rife 
with startiing adventure. is full of interest 
for the geographer, as many cruditiez 
and inaccuracies of existing maps will be cor- 
rected, which alone will prove a great ad- 
vantage and justify the expedition. 

When Herr Bem started from Buenos 
Ayres he was accompanied by two Germans, 
but ere 700 miles had been covered he found 
himself deserted, his companions ‘proving 
unequal to the task. However, he pressed 
forward and ultimately arrived’ at Lima, 
where he was joined by Herr Luis Budinich, 
who has since accoinpanied him every foot ot 
the way. 

These twomen are in striking contrast. 
Bem is of medium height, of slight, almost 
de.icate physique, and is rather handsome. 
Budinich ig stalwart and heavy, but fine 
looking. 

Without the proofs he possesses in the form 
of signatures and official stamps of the pre- 
fects, alcaides, and prominent citizens of the 
various towns and settlements through which 
he passed from Buenos Ayres to Panama, one 
might doubt the bona fide of Bem on account 
of nis physique. But on a second look one 
catches the fire of his eye and the hardness of 
muscle, which speak for invincible resolution 
and unyielding endurance, and doubt gives 
iration. Antonio Bem wili be 
heard from in | the history of the Pan-Amer- 
ican railway. He is only 31 years old, yet 
looks half a dozen years younger, despite the 
hardships through which he has passed. 

The companions carry very little impedi- 
menta. Rifles, withasmall amount of am- 
munition, and heavy Sheffield ** busb-knives ”’ 
comprise theirarms. For the rest, they carry 
biankets and overcoats, paper, penci.s, and a 
few mathemautical instruments, a diary and 
a blank book for the signatures and remarks 
of those who testify to the journey, a compass, 
and an aneroid with thermometer attach- 
ment. Of course they also curry some money 
and ietters of recommendation, but nothing 
more. 

When in towns, villages, or settlements they 
rest awhile in habitations, paying their way. 
While traversing ‘the wild territories where 
practically the foot of the white man has 
never betore trod they sleep on the ground 
and guther such provender as the forest or 
wild Indians (if friendly) may afford. Some- 
times the Indians have not proved friendly, 
but have driven them back “into the forests, 
on one or two occasions proving so hostile as 
to necessitate a resort to tne rifles to cover a 
more hasty than dignified retreat. 

But it is against wild beasts and reptiles 
that our travelers have had to contend more 
particuiarly. | | 

Perhaps their most aggressive and dreaded 
enemy was the whip-suake, which, like the 
chameleon, takes the color of the branch on 
which it rests and nce launches itself on 
the unsuspecting victim as he passes under 
the tree in supposed security. Only the keen- 
est vigilance, and hdving necks and heads 
swathed in skins, preserved them from the at- 
tacks of these formidable reptiles. The ana- 
conda also proved trgublesome at times, and 


once or twice they had actua! encounters with ” 


these monstrous créatures (measuring from 
twelve to eighteen feet in length), and which 
unhesitatingly attacked them contrary to the 
accepted notion. 

Jaguers and pumas (mountain lions) on the 
whoie proved cowardly, but sometimes at 
night would come alarmingly close to the 
camp and had to be driven away or shot. 

The greatest danger encountered was from 
the alligators which swarm in the rivers of 
Colombia, particularly the Rio Tueria, in 
which they had an exciting adventure. 

Owing to Herr Bem’s leggins having got 
torn a peculiar flesh-boring insect got into 
his feet, which practicaily crippled him, so 
that instead of proceeding on foot through the 
department of Panama the travelers were 
obliged to take buat and come on by water to 
this city to seek medical assistance. For this 
reason they descended the Rio* Tueira to the 
Gulf of San Miguel, whence they embarked 
for Panama via the Pearl Isiands. ~ 

During the descent of this river they were 
attacked by a school of alligators that seemed 
bent on the destruction of the cayuca and its 
occupants. One enormous feliow charged 
right into the boat, sinking the forward 
part under the water completely, causing two 
of the Indian boatmen to jump overboard to 
escape his jaws, while the third became de- 
mora.ized and iet it broach to. But for the 
rapid and effective fire of Bem and his com- 
panion their expedition would have termi- 
nated there, 

The accompanying sketch, drawn from their 
description, wiil give some idea of | this excit- 
ing incident, which aptly illustrates one of the 
many dangers that have to be faced by the 
traveier in the wilds of South America,

They 
so shaped their journey as to cross the great 
new suspension bridge, 292 meters long, 
that is in course of erection and nearly com- 
pleted over the Cauca River. 

After nearly two morths of heavy travel 
they arrived at the Atrato River March 31, and 
reached Paya, in the Darien, Aprii 11. 

From this last point it was on the pro- 

ram to proceed through the Department of 

anama, stopping a day or two at this city and 
proceeding on to Costa Rica. The mortify- 
ing accident to Herr Bem’s feet, however, 
which prevented his attempting to walk, 
necessitated their descending the Tueira 
River to Real de Sta, Maria, on the Guif of 
San Miguel, whence they embarked on a 
cayuca for Panama, arriving here the evening 
of April 26. 

As soon as Bem’s feet are better, which will 
be in a day or two, they will continue their 
journeys along the Pacific coast by way of 
David and Santiago into Costa Rica, thence 
on through Nicaragua, Salvador, Guatemala, 
and Mexico. 

They are scarcely decided what they will do 
in the United States, the Exposition being 
over, but it is probable that they will visit 
some of the principal cities, including Wash- 
ington and New York, aud return to their re- 
spective homes by steamer.

Prof. Mangasarian Says the Price of Ideals 
Is Strife and Struggle. 

Prof.,M. M. Mangasarian, before the So- 
ciety for Ethical Culture at the Grand Opera- 
House yesterday, lectured on ** The Greatest 
Conflict of the Day.’’ This was the last lecture 
of the season. The course will be taken up again 
Oct.'7. Prof. Mangasarian said in part yes- 
terday: 

‘* The greatest conflict of theday is the con- 
flict for justice. So long as we cherisit aims 
and ideals, strife and struggle will continue to 
be the lot of mun. 

ray for peace, but toennoble the conflict. 
t there be a fight, but let it not be for bread, 
but for justice, I have no sympathy with the 
utilitarian argument against war. hope I 
shall not live to see the disarmament of Eu- 
rope. In this material age a soldier stands 
as the expr>ssion of the most perfect disci- 
pline and disiuterestzdness. The worst wars 
are to ve preferred to a life of slavery. It is 
better that a whole city should be massacred, 
that the streams should run red with human 
blood, that the treasures of ages should go up 
in smoke, that men should be reduced to pov- 
erty and starvation than that they should live 
And prosper and eat and sleep like animals. 
The only life worth living is the life of the 
mind. Not * peace at any cost,’ but justice 
at any cost—this alone is commensurate with 
the dignity of nan. 

‘* These thoughts are suggested by the asso- 
ciations of Devoration day. The American 
soldier is an object of reverence and grati- 
tude. In one respect America has disappoint- 
ed the hopes of civilization. It was expected 
that in this virgin country, under the influ- 
ence of new environments, we would escape 
the political corruptions, the social inequali- 
ties and oppressions, the religious and race 
prejudices of the Oid World. Have we fulfilled 
this high hope of humanity? A nation is not 
sts governed where hundreds and thou- 

$ roum on the streets. workless and 


worthless, to be swept some day 
into its prisons and ils. At pres- 
ent justice is not the victor in 


the conflicts of the day. In politics it is jus- 
tice that is the victim. American politics is 
narrow and low. Itis in the hands of men 
who are not the intellectual and moral leaders 
of the people. In the social conflict, too, jus- 
tice receives more wounds and biows than 
laurels and crowns. The social conflict will 
become more apd more serious tuniess the 
—— of immigration is speedily settled, 
he idea of vengeance, of speedy, rapid revo: 
lution us the way to reform has a wonder- 
ful charm for the ignorant. Pupular 
tumults and riots which disregard the 
laws of the land are as a ruie fomented 
by men who have never been gocd citizens in 
any country. We will never solve the ques- 
tion of social justice, of reconciliation be- 
tween rich and poor, between labor and land, 
until we have alevated the coadition« of 
American citizenship, until we see that the 
stream of immigration, pouring into the very 
waters which we drink, is not polluted. 

** In the re!igious conflict justice is gaining. 
The spirit of fraternity and fellowship is 
softening the asperities of theology. The re- 
cent congcess of liberal societies marked a 
new epoch. The creeds are tumbling at the 
touch of light, the forms and symbols, which 


for ages have divided brother from 
brother, the dogmas which have 
stood in the way of progress, are dis- 


integrating rapidly, and the one star which is 
steadily ascending the horizon and gaining in 
brilliancy every day is the star of righteousness. 
May we not hope that out of the triumph of 
justice in religion will soon foilow the tri- 
umph of justice in litics and economics? 
Then we shall see realized the ideal state of 
Fichte, wherein even the thought of evil shall 
be impossible. Then will begin the reign of 
justice than which, according to Aristotle, 
neither the evening nor the morning star is 
more beautiful.”’ . 


TO HOLD A WORLD’S FAIR IX JAPAN, 


Five Staples Association Makes the Pré- 
liminary Pians=News from China, 

San Francisco, Cal., May 27.—The steam- 
ehip City of Peking arriving from China 
and Japan yesterday brings news that Ng 
Buck Tong, who ran amuck on the steamer 
two days after leaving San Francisco in April, 
hanged himself on board while on the way 
from Yokohama to Hongkong. It was in- 
tended to bring him back to the United States 
for trial. A project for a Japanese Worid’s 
Fair has been approved by the Five Staples 
Association at Kyvto. Ten million yen is the 
expense estimated as the Japanese initial out- 
lay. The projectors are not ina hurry and may 
wait until after the next French international 
exhibition five years hence, to which they will 
send a commission. There are rumors of 
new treaties between Japan and Peru and 
also Brazil.. A recent freshet along the Han 
River in China caused great damage and loss 
of life. Six hundred bodies have been re. 
covered. One thousand houses were de- 
stroyed, In accordance with the demand of 
foreign representatives the imperial edict of 
1891 against anti-foreign riots has been re- 
posted through the Yang-Tse district. The 
effect is expected to be beneficial, Strikes 
among artisans and skilled laborers have de- 
layed work at the government buildings in 
connection with the aproaching im periai birth- 
day celebration;, aud have caused his Chinese 
Majesty great annoyance. The Peking police 
have been directed to make wholesale arrests 
and to deal with the offenders without mercy. 
The most refractory, it is said, wii be sen. 
tenced to strangulation or banishment. The 
Japanese Advertiser prints the statement that 
chulera is raging in Canton, China, in epi- 
demic form.

an all sides in regard to the elections next No- 


vember. In no State in the Union~ have the 
weakkneéd Republicans who‘ helped to elect 
Grover Cieveland and gave him a House of 
Representatives overwhelmingly Democratic 
regretted their action more keenly than have 
the Repub.icans of Michigan, and in few 
States have more Democrats repudiated the 
work of the men who are responsible for the 
Wilson tariff bill. Some of the shrewdest Re- 
publican forecasters in the State give it as 
their best judgment that not more than one 
Democrat will be elected to Congress in 
Michigan, and that thére is fair prospect that 
the crowd in its entirety may be relegated to 
private life. 

James S. Gorman, the Democfatic Repre- 
sentative of the Second District, will be re- 
nominated, and it is conceded has a fair 
chunce of being reélected The other four of 
the same political faith probably will be suc- 
ceeded by Republicans. That the Democrats 
now representing Michigan districts in Con- 

ress realize that they have a stony path be- 

ore them is clearly proved by the early 
action taken by Messrs. Whiting and Weadock 
in refusing p2sitively to have their naines con- 
sidered for renomination. - Whiting is from 
the Seventh and Weadock from_ the 
Tenth District. They both plead a 
pressure of private business. Congressman 
Griffin will also retire at the end of 
his term, but he has the excuse of a recent af- 
fliction that has rendered hm. nearly if not 
uite deaf, Then George F, Richardson, the 
mocrat-Populist from the Fifth District, is 
reported to have said he was much in doubt 
about running again, but those who know him 
best say he could not be thrown off tho track 
with a locomotive. This leaves Gorman as 
the only one sure torun of the five Democrats 
in Congress from Michigan. 


Republicans Who Seek Renomination, 


Of the seven Republicans in Congress from 
Michigan there is every reason to believe six 
of them desire a renomination. John W. 
Moon vf the Ninth District not only does not 
desire a renomination but has given it out 
that he will not accept under any circum- 
stances. Burrows in the Third District wiil 
be nominated for his sixth term and win 
hands down. Henry F. Thomas, who deteat- 
ed Yaple, the Democratic Populist, by a ma- 
jority of 1,106, is not expected to have any 
difficulty in securing both the nominawon and 
election. 

Wuav.a D, Aitken in the Sixth will encounter 
bitter opposition away from home owing to 
his free silver leanings and vote in Congress, 
but expects tu be ubie to prove that in so vot- 
ing he only obeyed the instructions of his Re- 
publican constituents. A minority of his own 
people will put up a hot fight, but there seems 
little prospect that he can be deteated. In 
the Eighth William 8S. Linton, who had over 
1,500 votes to spare against the combined 
Democratic and Populist fofcesin a hitherto 
hostile district, wil be renom.- 
inated and reélected without doubt. 
Dr. Johu Avery in the Eleventh District has 
made an acceptable Congressman and his 
constituents are said to be ready to nominate 
him for another term and then see to it that 
he is elected. The district went Republican 
bya majority of 2,321 in 1892. witha Pro- 
hibition vote of 1.886 and a Pop. 
ulist vote of 2,000. Inthe Tweifth District 
Stephenson, the Menominee millionaire, has 
a tight grip on both nomination and election. 
When he defeated J. Maurwe in the iast 
election that man, who received ‘a bag of 
money and many speakers from the Demo. 
cratic State Central committee, found him- 
self over 3,500 votes short. 

It isnot only by the home-coming of Re- 
publican sheep who wandered from the fold 
recentiy and the conversion of Democrats 
that the Republicans are go to gain 
a sweeping victory _ this all, but 
by the return of Prohibitionists and 
Populists. They were largely farmers who 
went off on a tangent to gain the realization 
of pet ideas fostered by those parties, They 
have been hard hitas a result of the crazy 
echemes fostered by Cieveland and Wilson 
and their followers, and soreiy regret the ac. 
tion that weakened the Republican party and 
so put the times out of joint. Cheap wheat 
cheap wool are even less to 

liking than whisky and dear 
money. So they have decided 
in large numbers to drop their 
fads and again try what protection to Ameri- 
can industries will do. ere is little reason 
to doubt that a large percentage of these men 
will not waste their votes this year on side 
issues and that a large majority of them will 
be found arrayed under the banner of the Re- 
pubiicans. 0 

' Religion asan Issue. 

There is another mighty factor in Michigan 
politics that is touched on gingerly by both 
parties, but that is growing more tent at 
every election, and that is the war of religions 
—the American Protective Association against 


the Catholics. Papers and leaders on 
oath sides push the question out of 
sight wherever possibile, but it 


has got beyond the point where that can be 
done, and this year in the Bay City, Saginaw, 
and Detroit districts undoubtedly will con- 
trol the elections. In the three cities named 
there are hundreds of odges, and not a ques- 
tion bearing even remotely on politics is set- 
tiled without the A. P. A,’s being taiked 
of and feit. The order is etceptionally strong 
in Saginaw, and to it Congressman Linton 
owes his election, although ne did not make 
the issue. In this district Griffin was elected, 
owing to his opposition to the A, P. A.’s, they 


not then being so strong as now and 
the hot fight made on him rallying 
the Catholics to him to a man. In the last 


election in this county not a Catholic pulled 
through, although priests took a hand and 
circulars appealing to the religious prejudices 
of the Catholics were distributed at the doors 
of Polish churches without rebuke, 

In the First District James H. Stone, Col. 
lector of Internal Revenue under Harrison in 
this district, and whom Congressman Griffin 
defeated, probably will be given “he nomina- 
tion again. He wants it and believes 
he can defeat any Demorrat. James H. 
Pound and Charles W. Casgrain are men- 
tioned as willing to be sacriticed in the inter- 
ests of Democracy, but it is believed Edward 
F. Conley could have the nomination if he 
desired it, which is doubtful. All are Detroit 
attorneys of prominence. It is generally 
understood that should Congressman Griffin 
recover his hearing his renomination would 
be certain, : 

In the Second District there are three Re- 

ublicans who wil: be strongly — at 

ome for the honor of defeating Cof gressman 
Gorman. They are ex-Congressman 0’ Don- 
neil of Jackson, Capt. E. P. Allen of Ypsi- 
lanti,.and Capt. John Spalding of Monroe, 
The issue is in doubt, their strength being 
about equal.

THE DEMOCRATIC TARIFF SLUMP. 


A hed BilleGroans of a Free Trade 
M mp—Disguet, Anger, and Threats. 


Harper’s Weekly (Mug. Dem.): The tariff 
bill as it stands is a surrender to the protec- 
tionists. That it is better than the McKinley 
law is all that any one can say in favor of it. 
The professions and pledges o. the Democratic 
party are violated in nearly every schedule. 
It is not only a protection measure but in 
some respects it is more pruhibitory than any 
law except the McKinley act that the protected 
trusts and monopolists have devised. So far 
asthe inccme tax sections are concerned the 
changes that are made in them are of little 
account, for the essential evil. the commu-, 
nistic assault on thriit and weulth, is retained, 

For twenty years the Democratic party has 
been promising relief from the burdens of 
tariff taxation. Its newspapers, orators, and 
party platforms have pledged it to give the 
country, to use one of its own now false- 
sounding phrases, “cheaper homes, cheaper 
clothes. cheaper food, and cheaper tools, 
Beyond that it has promised to the farmer, 
who is our chief exporter, a larger and freerer 
market by reducing duties, and thereby add- 
ing to the articles produced abroad that might 
be exchanged for his breadstuffs and cotton, 
And now what a resuit! The party is in 
power, and it is beaten and disgraced by men 
of its own whom it has honored with Senator- 
ships, and who even sit in the Cabinet of the 
President whose vigorous tariff message of 
1887 brought the issue directly into the cam- 
pa.gns of 1888, 1890, and 1892. It has 
been forced to surrender by Democratic Sen- 
ators and at léast one Cabinet officer, who 
have acted as the agents of trusts, or whu 
b@ve been pecuniarily interested in protected 
properties, or in the sugar trust securities, 
whose rise and fall on Wall street must have 
been most profitable to those who had **in- 
side”’ information of what was to be dcne 
by the Seuate committee or by Senate com- 
promisers as to the sugar duty. 

The bill has now been remade for the fourth 
time. It was bettered in the House, passing 
over for the moment the adding of the income 
tax; it was changed by the subcommittee not 
greatly; it was made much worse by the Fi- 
nance committee; and now by the addition of 
more than 400 amendments it is brought so 
near to McKinileyism that the leading Repub- 
lican protectionists in the Senate are taunting 
the Democrats with finally yieidingto their 
The bill gives the sugar trust only 
less than it now enjoys undertne McKinley 
act. It provides for a woolen goods schedule 
that will keep ciothes dear, or of bad quality. 
It increases the tax on cotton, and especially 
on cotton yarns. The iron and steel duties 
are advanced, and cval and iron ore are taxed, 
Free wool, free lumber, and the repeal of the 
eo bounty are the gains of the bill. 

‘This surrender has been forced by Senator 
Hil, who has not yet promised to vote for the 
new bill, with ail its vices; by Senators Mur. 
phy, Smith. McPherson, Gorman, Gibson, 
Brice, Catfery, and Bianchard. The real 
offenders are Hill, Gorman, Brice, Smith, 
and the Louisiana Senators. McPherson 
would have yielded to the s.ightest pressure 
from the administration or from the.pubiic, 
and Murphy and Gibson don’t count. They 
have been held out against theif party asso- 
ciates by their stronger colleagues, Hill and 
Gorman. These leaders deserve no place in 
the Democratic party, and so long as they re- 
main within it and retain their ieadersliip the 
party will not differ from the Republican 
party on the tariff question. Bad as 
they are, however, the tariff reform- 
ers of the Cleveland administration can- 
not escape responsibility. Secretary La- 
mont’s influence was of course 
exerted in the interest of protection, for Mr. 
Whitney, bis political oracle, is quite as much 
of a protectionist as Senator Gorman, whose 
economic principies dy not differ mater.ally 
from those of Senator Aldrich or of Gov. Mc- 
Kiniey himseif. But the President was 
elected because he was supposed to de a tariff 
reiormer, and Mr. Carlisle has won his place 
in public life on that issue. Thereform of 
the tariff was the leading issue of the cam- 
paign of 1892, and Mr. Cieveland is Presi- 
dent, Mr. Carlisle is Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, Judge Gresharn isat the head of the State 
Department, Mr. Morton, Mr. Smith, and Mr. 
Olney are Cabinet officers, while both 
branches of Congress are Democratic, 
because the people demanded low: 
er duties and freer _ trade. And 
yet there has been no sign from the adminis. 
tration of that pressure, that stubborn cour- 
age, that unyieiding insistence that the right 
should prevail, that won the fight for the re- 
peal of the Sherman act. If such a stand had 
been taken ior tariff reform as was taken for 
unconditional repeal the bill that is before the 
Senate would not only be much better than it 
is but would be much surer of final passage.

Whether honest and true Democrats will 
consent that this bill shall become a law if it 
passes the Senate is a matter for their serious 
consideration.

Electric Railways in France. 


An interesting experiment in the adaptability 
of electric force to traction on railways was aeade 
on the Western of France railway. The eiectric 
locomotive invented by M. Heilmann drew a spe- 
cia] train from the St. Lazare terminus in Paris 
to Mantes, a distance of thirty-three miles, per- 
forming the journey in fifty-tive minutes. The 
train was euinnoned of five coaches and a dyna- 
mometric break-van, and at certain points of 
the line as of sixty-tive miles an hour was 
attained. On the arrival of we train the guests 
were entertained at lunch at the station batffet, 
when the usual comp.imentary hee were 
made, and the toasts were proposed of M. Heii- 
mann, the inventor of the locomotive, and the 
Western raitway company. The eiectric engine 
subsequentiy took the ordinary train No. 54 back 
to Pans. A large crowd of spectators assembled 
to wateh the experiment, and enthnusiastieall 
cheered the successfui results attained. M. H

KILLED BY A FALL FROM HIS HORSE. 


Benjamin Wheeler’s Neck Broken and 
Skul!) Fractured on Drexel Boulevard, 
Benjamin Wheeler, the 21-year-old son of 

Mayer Wheeler, the boot and shoe man at No. 
162 Madison street, fell from a horse yester- 
day morning, broke his neck, and died in- 
stantly. At 8 o'clock in the morning young 
Wheeler, who lived at No. 3615 Eilis Park, 
went to the Areade Livery Stables at No. 
3727 Cottage Grove avenue, said he wanted 
to take a ride, and asked fora horse. He was 
given a sorrel horse which the livery people 
say is quiet and is habitually mdden 
by ladies, The horse ‘ was saddied 
with an ordinary McClellan. saddle, but 
Wheeler objected to the covered stirrups and 
asked for plain ones. The change was made 
and the young man started south. In five 
minutes he was back, complaining that the 
stirrup leathers were too short; they were 
lengthened for him and he left the barn. 

As Wheeler rode past the car barns at 
Thirty-eighth street it was remarked by a 
number of street car employés that the 
youth could not ride. He had iost one stir- 
rup and was holding on by the pommel of the 
saddle. The lhorsé was in an easy lope. At 
Cottage Grove avenue and Drexel boule- 
vard a gust of wind caused Wheeler 
to seize his hat. At the same 
moment he lost his other stirrup and got the 
reins mixed. In trying to ‘stop the horse 
Wheeler pulled the animal almost on to the 
sidewalk. As the horse swerved Wheeler lust 
his balance and fell heavily. He struck head 
first on the edge of the curb, turned’ a com- 
plete somerset, and lay still. As tae scared 
horse ran south a park policeman anda watch- 
man who saw the accident ran to pick up 
Wheeler. He lay motionless, and as the men 
raised him his head fell over to one side, He 
was quite dead, his neck having been broken 
and his skull fractured by the fall. A great 
splash of blood on the curb marks the place 
where hestruck. Noone at first knew who 
Wheeler was, and it was not until the horse 
had been caught and recognized that his 
identity was made out. 

The body was taken toan undertakers at 
No. 3579 Cottage Grove avenue, while 
an officer went to the young man's 
home. All the family was still 
in bed and none knew that Wheeler 
had left the house until the officer brought 
news of the accident. ‘The shock has prus- 
trated the boy’s mother, He was the eldest 
son and had just returned from college. 
Those who saw the accident say it was en- 
tirely due to Wheeler’s inability to ride. 


TREASURE TRAIN HASANARROW ESCAPE 
Would-Be Wreckers Pile Serap Iron on 
the Track at Gibson, Ind, 

Hammonp, Ind., May 27.—Anattempt was 
made Friday night near Gibson station, east 
of this city, to wreck train No. 32 on the 
Michigan Central railroad. The train is 
composed of eight cars and carries the United 
States mail and all the American Express 
matter for New York and Detroit. On ordi- 
nary occasions betweén $20,000 and $30,000 
is stowed away in the strong ‘boxes, but Fri- 
day night the currency shipment was unusu- 
aily heavy. The train was running ata high 
speed and when near the little station the en- 
gine ran intoa lot of scrap iron that was 
piled in the middle of the track.

Description of the Schiseophone a French 
Invention. 3 

London Jron, noting that the importance, 
both in mechanical and civil engineering con- 
struction, of having metal free from internal 
flaws has always been recognized, and the 
difficulty of detecting them as well, records 
an approach to a solution of this difficulty by 
means of the schiseophone, which is the inven- 
tion of Capt. De Place of Paris. “This ap- 
paratus consists of a small pneumatic tapper 
worked by the hand, and with which the piece 
of steel or iron. to be tested is tapped all over. 
Connected with the tapper is a telephone with 
a microphone interposed in the circuit. 
Two operators are required, one to apply the 
tapper and the other to listen through the 
teiephone to the sounds produced. These 
operators, who are in electrical communica- 
tion, are in separate apartments, so that the 


direct sounds of the taps may not disturb the.

does nothing. “Directly a false sound—which 
is very distinct from the normal sound—is 
heard, he instantly*signals for the spot to be 
marked.

of more than 50 per cent. During the month 

of “April, 1894, the| decrease amounted to 
nearly $50,000,000, |Under the present tariff 
law the amount which the government derives 
from duties is 42 per cent of the value ot the 
dutiable goods, and this calculation includes 
all dutiable goods without regard to the man- 
ner in which the duty is collected, whether 
specific or ad valorem. Therefore during the 
month of April, 1894, the loss of revenue 
as compared with April, 1893, was over 
$20,000,000, The decrease is observed in 
all articles upon which the bill now efore 
Congress proposes to reduce the duty. On 
the other hand, the increase in importation of 
goods on which there is now no duty or on 
which the present duty is less than the Wilson 
bill proposes is large. |Th@ increase of sugar 
importations alone was 100,000,000 pounds. 

Sugar now being free of duty is being im- 

ported in large quantities in anticipation of 

the proposed duty of 1144 cents per pound, 

This fact (should the duty be imposed) means 

@ gain to the sugar trust of $1,250,000 on 

sugar that they have already been abie to 

bring in, and the importation is go- 
ing on as fast as steamers can 
convey it to the United States. 

The great trouble at this time is the lack. of 

transportation facilities. Every available 

steamer is being brought into requisition. 

The deduction to be made is plain. If the 

bill now before the Senate can be delayed a 

month or six weeks it means millions of 

profit to the sugar trust.

SHOULD SEEK OUTLET THROUGH CANADA 


0, M. Donaldson Writes of the Best Water- 
way Abroad for Chicago. 

O. M. Donaldson of Austin, LIL, writes to 
Tue Tripune with reference to a ship canal 
to the seaboard as follows: 

** Anent the proposition, now finding favor 
in Congress, to build a ship canal between the 
great lakes and the Hudson Kivyer, permit me 
to call attention to a phase of the question in 
which Chicago has a peculiar interest, Of 
course Chicago desires facilities tor heavy 
navigation between the Jakes ahd the ocean, 
and u route via another bigger Erie Canal, the 
Hudson River, and New York City is better 
than nothing. But the contest for supremacy 
between Chicago and New York has reached 
the point where every true Chicagoan antici- 
pates the establishment of a direct water 
route between this city and Europe by 
which the greater portion of American 
exports and imports shall be carried 
without reloading and without the payment 
of tribute to our Eastern rival. Such a 
change ought to be brought about in a few 
years. The Gulf of St. Lawrence is the front 
door of North America—only about *2,000 
miles from Europe. The St. Lawrence River 
is one of nature’s highways for the commerce 
of the world. These great lakes constitute 
an American Mediterranean, which ought to 
bear the merchant navies of all civilization 
into the heart of this Western continent. The 
route between New York and Liverpool lies, 
for nearly one-third of its distance from New 
York to Newfoundiand, along the American 
coast. This 1,000 miles would) cover the dis- 
tance from Newfoundland to the efirst of the 
great lakes, and another 1,000 would com- 
plete the water route to’ Chicago, so that the 
voyage from Chicago to Europe would be 
only 25 or 30 per cent longer than the voyage 
from New York, 

‘* New York has kept in the lead of American 
cities by shrewdly diverting ‘to herself the 
commerce of the Great West from its natural 
channel, the St. Lawrence Vailey, 
by means of the Erie (Canal and 
of the railroads. She has been enabled to do 
thig very largely by reason of the patriotic 
desire of the American people to be independ- 
ent of the Canadian route. Had the United 
States and Cunada been under) one govern- 
ment, or had our domain included the narrow 
strip of territory between our present bound- 


ary line and the lower course of the St; Law. ‘ 


rence it is not at all improbable that the Erie 
Canal would never have been built and that 
New York would never have acquired its pres- 
ent commercial predominance, 

* This prejudice against a foreign route to the 
sea is still active and powerful. | Nearly every 
proposition to connect the lakes with the At- 
lantic is coupled with the eondition that it 
must be by some new waterway through 
United States territory, and the Hudson River 
scheme is the reémbodiment of this old idea. 
However commendable such patriotism may 
be, it is certain that from a business point 
of view the building of a ship canal 
to connect the Great Lakes and the 


Hudson River would be a foolish extraya-. 


gance. ‘There already exists between the 
lakes and the ocean the most direct 
and ample of waterways requiring but little 
improvemert to make it the ideal route. If 
we Americans cannot endure to have our com- 

merce pass through a few hundred miles of 
the Queen’s domain, the best way out of the 
difficulty is to get possession of the territory 
in question, rather than to expend hundreds 
of millions of dollars in an endéavor tocreate 
a new outlet for the shipping of the lakes. 

All British America could be bought for what 
the ship canal would cost, and a tenth part of 
the price spent in a judicious newspaper prop- 
aganda would make the Dominion a part of 
the States within ten years. The annexation

and lengthening the navigation season on the 
lakes and the St. Lawrence by weeks or 
months and perhaps extending it throughout.

‘*It is also to be considered that, with the 
exception of the exceedingly long, and cor. 
respondingly unlikely, canal suggestion be- 
tween Lake Michigan and Lake Krie, the only 
opportunities for shortening the lake route 
are Wholly within what is now British ter- 
ritory. And ‘this is seen to be no small factor 
of the problem when it is remembered that 
either the proposed canal from Georgian 
Bay to Lake Ontario or the route via Lake 
Nipissing and the Ottawa River, would; effect 
a saving of some 500 miles of travel. 

Of course other lake ports, especially 
Duluth, would profit, by the througa naviga- 
tion to Europe, but Chicago, with her prox- 
imity to the great producing West and with 
the finest railroad facilities in the world, 
would be in a_i position to fear 
no rivalry as the commercial metropolis 
of America. In short, New York is the great 
center of our European trade, hot from any 
natural alvantage of location, but because 
Canada has not been a part of the United 
States. Continental union would restore the 
bulk of our foreign commerce to its natural 
course and make Chicago its headquarters, 
If this be true the people of Chicago cannot 
afford to be indifferent to the fate of Canada. 
They ought rather to be persistent advocates 
of annexation. And if Chicago once sets her-

THE UNEQUAL INCOME TAX, 

In spite of the numerous changes which 
have been made in the income tax part of the 
Wilson bill nothing has been done to relieve 
from taxation a large class of persons whose 
incomes ate much below the exemption of 
$4.000.' The bill sets out by saying that the 
gains, profits, and income of every person in 
excess of $4,000 shall pay a tax of 2 per 
cent, and then’ it proceeds to levy that 2 per 
cent tax on numerous incomes which fall 
short of $4,000. The bill provides that— 

There shall be levied and collected a tax of 2 


per cent per annum on the net profits or income 


above ordinary working or perating expenses of 
all banks, banking institutions, trust companies, 
savings institutions, fire, marine, life, and other 
insurance companies, railroad, eanal, turnpike, 
canal navigation, slackwater, telephone, te!e- 
graph, express, electric light, gas, water, strect 
railway companies, and all other corporations, 
companies, or associations doing business in the 
United States, no matter how created and organ- 


‘‘Net profits or income,” in the case of 


these corporations, *‘ shal! include the amount 


shareholders and bondholders 
or holders of certificates cf indebted- 
ness of any kind or carried to the 
account of any fund, or any other expendi- 


paid to 


ture or investment representing the net an- 


nual profits made or acquired.”’ The tax of 
2 per cent on the net profits of savings banks 
will fall on the depositors whether their in- 
comes are large or small. The workingman 
whose wage income is less than a thousand 
dollars will pay a tax on the interest on his 


‘savings deposit, though he ought not to pay a 


cent of income tax because his total income 
is so far below the $4,000 exemption. A 
woman who owns houses which produce a 
rent of $8,500 a year will pay no tax on any- 
thing. The sewing girl who g>ts a little in- 
terest from the savings bank will have to pay 
a tax on that. Wherever industry puts its 
small surpluses in savings banks there imdus- 
try will be taxed by these Democrats who 
are so solicitous about the weifure of the poor 
person, man or woman. ft should be under- 
stood clearly that every savings bank depos- 
itor is to be taxed by the Democrats. 

If a father or husband provides fur the fut- 
ure of his family by ‘eaving them real estate 
which wil] pay a net income of $4,500 a tax 
of 2 per cent will be collected on $500 and 
no more. But if the sole means of a* family 
should be an income of $4,000 derived from 
the shares or bonds of stean or stieet rail- 
road companies or of telegraph or other cor- 
porations a tax of 2 per cent will be collected 
on the entire $4.000, An income of $4.500 
would pay a tax of $10 and one of $4,000 
would pay atax of $80. There are many 
small investorsin the:e stocks and bonds. 
The money of widows and orphans ‘is put 
there. One section of the bill promises them 
an exemption of $4,000. Another section 
leaves them with no exemption at all. 

The tax on the net profits of life insurance 
companies necessarily will fall on the in- 
sured, ‘The exaction of 2 per cent will simply 
increase the cost of insurance. That is not 
for the benefit of the poor man, as.it will 
force him to pay more to make provision for 
his family. 

An impartial, equal income tax is offen- 
sive, for it is a sort of last resource tax which

A WEAK DEFENSE OF GERRY MANDERS. 

Tue Trirsune has/ called attention to the 
fact that there is a difference in population 
betweeh the Forty-eighth and Forty-ninth 
Senatorial Districts of 16,764, which differ- 
ence could have been, reduced a haif by tak- 


ing a county out of one district. and attaching | 


it to another. Nothing prevented this but 
low partisan motives, for the two districts 
would remain of compact and contiguous 
territory. 

This difference in population implies of 
course a difference in voting strength, In 
1892 the Counties of Perry, Randolph, Mon- 
roe, and Jackson, which cotnpose the Forty- 
e ghth District, cast 18,442 votes. St, Clair, 
which is the Forty-ninth District, cast 13,- 
839. The difference in votes was 4,603. 
One Senator and three Representatives are 
given to 18.442 voters and the same number 
to 13,839. Is this equality of representa. 
tion? 

If the small County of Monroe had been 
transferred from the Forty-eighth District and 
added to the Forty-ninth the difference in 
population would sink from 16,764 to 9,132 


‘and the difference in voting strength from 


4,608 to 1,241. Why was not this transfer 
made which, while it would bave made these 
districts much more nearly equal in popula- 
tion, would not have interfered with the com- 
pactness and contiguity of territory which the 
Constitution also requires? The only reason 
which the junior organ can inyent is the fol- 
lowing weak one: 

It is easy enough to go all over the State, or any 
State, under apportionment acts, and find where 
two particular districts might have been made 
more nearly equal in population. But the rela- 
tion of any two districts to each other is only a 
small part of the problem involved in making 
fifty-one districts, A dozen districts might be dis- 
turbed in taking a county from one district and 
adding it to another. Many other inequalities 
might be produced in’an attempt to remedy a 
single inequality. 

It were better to say nothing than to expose 
aa. hopelessly weak excuse as this for a defiant 
violation of the Constitution by the Demo- 
cratic majority in the Legislature. It is not 
an exceptional violation, for they perpetrated 
similar outrages in half a dozen other dis- 
tricts, as Tae Trieuns has pvinted out.

the citizens can proceed deliberately and at 
their leisure to decide what is the best use 
they can make of it for the public good. — 
This Jecision does not affect in the least the 
control exercised by the United States over 
the outer harbor so far us purposes of naviga- 
tion are concerned. Nor does it give anything 
to the Illinois Central nor take anything from’ 
it, except so far as it. deprives it of the last 
lingering hope that possibly the court might 


reassert some of the claims which were pussed 
on adversely in the previous decision. 


MISSOURI DEMOCRATS ON SILVER. 

The New York Bulletin takes nearly the 
same view as was es pressed by Tue Tripunz 
about the action of the Missouri Democratic 
convention in tegard to silver. It says itis a 
matter of no small significance that the com- 
mittee refused the proposition of Mr. Bland, 
who endeavored to get it to report a free 
coinage plank to the convention, ‘* The 
plank that was adopted does not mean very 
much and discloses a painful attempt to ride 
two horses at once, but the essential thing is 
that the convention deliberately refused to 
mount Mr, Bland’s hobby horse, and this in 
his own State.’’ 

The silver plank adopted calls for free 
coinage, but makes two admissions which the 
tortures of the Inquisition could not have ex- 
torted from Bland. One is that a free coin- 
age law might not be sufficient to make gold 
and silver circulate side by side, but that a 
new ratio may have to be adopted. The 
other is that it isan oper question whether 
the wide separation of the commercial ratio 
from theoretical one advocated by the 
silver monometallists ia due to a rise in the 
value of gold dr to a fall in that of silver, or 
both, The men who formulated and adopted 
these deciaratidns are open toan intelligent 
discussion of the question. The Bulletin 
adds that most of the capital of the free sil 
ver agitation is abandoned when itis admit- 
ted that perhaps silver has fallenin value; 
and if the two metals are to be kept in cireu- 
ation by a readjustment of ratios the “ fiat’” 
money people and the cheap dollar people 
will take little further interest in the fate of 
the white metal which they claim to love and 
allege to have been traduced.

have occurred in recent years.”’ But the doc- 
umeiit contains two reports of strikes which 
were put down by military force and in one 
of them several workmen wete killed. 

The average yearly wages of a factory 
worker are stated to be 187.6 rubles (only 
about $70 on the gold basis), counting the 
year as consisting of 288 working days of 
twelve hours each, but the conditions of their 
employment are totally unlike those which 
obtain in other European countries. Most 
factory workers possess a certain quantity of 
land, and return to it for several months in 
the year to labor on its cultivation. Thus 
the factory worker is not entirely cut off from 
other pursuits, nor can a sharp line of dis- 
tinction be drawn between the urban and the 
rural working populations. Many peasant 
households are employed in working metals 
in their own homes or in domestic workshops. 
Large numbers of them spin and weave flax, 
hemp, and cotton in their homes for their 
own use or for sale, and a few make silken 
goods. In many parts of the country the 
workmen are boarded at the expense of the 
employer. Generally the standard of living 
| is very low, embracing meat and coffee only 
once per week. 


OIL IN STORMS AT SEA. 

Lieut. Blow, in charge of the United States 
Hydrographic office in this city, calls atten- 
tion to the fact that in none of the articles on 
the late gale has the omission to use oil or 
soapsuds been commented on. He says if 
the vessels anchored off this harbor during 
the ga!e had used oil or suds in the manner 
prescribed in the ‘ Pilot Chart of the Great 
Lakes’’ it is probable no lives or property 
would have been lost, He thinks it highly 
desirable that attention should be called to 
the efficiency of this method of preventing 
loss of life and property by storms at sea and 
on the great lakes. 

The instructions referred to contain dia- 
grams showing the portion of the vessel from 
which the oil may be thrown upon the water 
with greatest advantage, this varyimg with the 
direction of the wind and *‘sea.’’ The rules 
mention the principal cases in which oil may 
be used with particular benefit, as in lowering 
and hoisting boats, riding to an anchor, cross- 
ing rollers or surf on a bar, and in distribution 
from tows, lifeboats, and stranded vessels. 
The thick and heavy oils are stated to be the 
best. Mineral oils are not so effective as 
those of vegétabie or animal origin. Raw 
petroleum has given favorable resuits, but 
not so good as the refined. Some kinds of 
fish oil congeal in cold weather, and 
therefore are useless, except as they may 
be mixed with mineral oil. The simplest 
and best means of distribution is 
by means of canvas bags about one foot long, 
filled with oakum and oil, pierced with holes 
by means of a coarse sail-needie, and held by 
a lanyard. Soapsuds recently have. been 
found to be effeutive. 

Reports recently made to the main office at 
Washington cite numerous examples of the 
immense value of oil in storms at sea. They 
indicate that it is especially valuable in 
short, choppy sea, and least so in long swells. 
Some describe it as having’ a magical effect 
when properly applied, and the quantities in- 
dicated as necessary to be used are insig- 
nificantly emall for the effect produced, One 
report says a bag of five quarts of oil lasted 
three hours, and another that in a 
very heavy gale only about twelve 
gallons were used in twenty-six bours. One 
would think that so slight an outlay never 
would be omitted by an owner or Captain 
having any regard for the safety of the vessel 
or the crew, and this efficient preventive of 
shipwreck has been before the world long 
enough to permit everybody interested to 
know of what is claimed for it, Can it be 
true that there is asteady disregard of this 
valuable and cheap precaution against disaster 
to sailing vessels on the great lakes? If so, 
the carelessness must be little short of crimi- 
nal. Why do not the marine insurancé com. 
panies insist upon the use of oil or soapsuds 
| for all vessels on which they take premiums?

LABOR QUESTION IN RUSSIA. 

A recently published report to the British 
Royal Commission on Labor gives a great 
deal of valuable information about the work- 
ing classes in European Russia, Of the prin- 
cipal crops in the country 87 per cent are 
produced by peasant cultivation, mostly rest- 
ing on a basis of joint ownership which tends 
to diminish the amount of production. The 
small portion of land allotted to each peasant 
often is insufficient to enable him to meet the 
heavy taxes and other burdens imposed upon 
it, and in the purely agricultural districts the 
possession of land is an obligation to the 
State rather than a privilege. The village 
community collectively is responsible for the 
payment of the taxes, and sees to it that no

CAN BE COMPELLED TO TESTIFY. 

The Supreme Court of the Uniied States 
has overruled the decision made two years 
ago by Judge Gresham in the case of the IIli- 
nois Steel company. That decision was in 
effect that the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission had not the power to compel the at- 
tendance and testimony of witnesses in re- 
gard to alleged violations of the inter-State 
commerce act, and that the court could not 
take cognizance of the matter. The twelfth 
section of the act now is declared to be con- 
stitutional, and the commission is held to be 
clothed With the power which was sought to 
be conferred upon it to compel the giving of 
testimony by parties having knowledge of the 
facts in question. 

The Supreme Court rules that the interpre- 
tation of the Constitution asked for by the 
company and conceded by the lower court 


> would restrict the employment of miéatis to 


carry into effect powers granted to Congress 
within much narrower limits than is warrant- 
ed by that instrument. “An adjudication 
that Congress could not establish an admin- 
istrative body with authority to investigate 
the subject of inter-State commerce, includ- 
ing the burdens imposed upon it by carriers, 
and the necessity in the interest of the public 
of removing those burdens, and with power to 
call witnesses before it and to require the pro- 
duction of books, documents, and papers re- 
lating to that subject, would go far towards 
defeating the object for which the people of 
the United States placed commerce among 
the States under national control.” All must 
recognize the fact that such information as 
may be wanted by Congress cannot be ob- 
tained nor needful regulations of commerce 
be made and enforced otherwise than through 
an administrative body representing the 
whole country and clothed with the power to 
compel, by all lawful methods, obedience. 
The court holds that the case in question 
properly can be brought under judicial cog- 
nizance, that the act of Congress clearly au-

The United States produces about 
four times as much as Russia on equal 
areas. “The increased exportation of grain 
from Russia is the result, not of increased 
production, but of diminished consumption 
and of a diminished number of cattle. The 
exhaustive system of cultivating the land, 
combinefl with the destruction of forests and 
meadow land, is leading to a deterioration of 
the climate and to periodical failures of the 
harvest,”’ 

Other toilers work eleven or twelve hours 
per day and the pay is small. The report 
states it in rubles. which nominally are 
worth 79% cents each. That would be the 
value if the pure silver in the United States 
do'lar were worth a trifle over $1.03. The 
general averages appear to run from 33 
to 54 rubles per month for iron and 
steel founders, shipbuilders, makers of 
nails and screws, and workers in cop- 
per, bronze, and plated goods.

8 
cannot be true to the spirit of Decoration day 
unless we show t our thoughts, energies, 
and talents belong to our country. Patriot- 
ism has n and is still used as a refuge 
and pretext for scoundrels.

“FIGHT THE GOOD FIGHT.” 


Dr. Withrow Talks to Grand Army Men 
on the Lessons of the Late War, 

The Rev. John L. Withrow, pastor of the 
Third Presbyterian Church, held G, A. R. 
memorial services yesterday morning. The 
putpit and organ were draped with national 
colors surmounted by eagles, Large battle 
flags were arranged on each side, The audi- 
ence was large, including 500 members of 
George H. Thomas Post and members of the 
Woman’s Relief Corps and Woman’s Sol- 
diers’ Home. The audience was enthusiastic 
at intervals, applauding freely. 

Dr. Withrow took his text from, I. Tim- 
othy vi., 12: “*Pight the good-—fight of 
faith.”’ _He said amoung other things: 

The first word of this text has an offensive 
sound. The word “ fight” is surrounded with 
such bad associations we do not like to hear it in 
good society. The fighting part of man is gener- 
ally that element most allied to the brute part 
of his nature. Early wars were demonish in their 
character. It has been said: *“Civi:ization may be 
termed the science of the unnatural, since 
it imposes restraint yi es every natural passion 
and impuise of man."" This writer would advo- 
cate a return toward the wide liberty which 
reigns in the realm of brute life. But civiiiza- 
tion has not yet stamped out the warlike spirit. 

et nations which have been bui.t by, the sword 

ave died immediately the sword was broken. 
Contests which have been waged supremeiy for 
the sake of national glory should not be classed 
as ** good fighte.’’ But where the motive of a 
war bas been humane, high, and holy-minded 
then it is less of what ought not to and more 
of what it should be. Such was the War of the 
Rebellion. 

Those who loved their country and hated slav- 
ery determined to die to preserve their country’s 
integrity. This was a grand motive--a grander 
motive never animated men who armed for a 
civii cause. Thecause had adthing sordid or 
selfish init. Never was there such a “good” 
fight for civil rights and final results to the 
Nation. With this in view may we not 
discern points of likeness between it and the 
“good fight” of faith which, in the 
text Paul praises as ‘“‘good?’’ The men 
who took part in the great struggle for 
human liberty will be remembered forever. Their 
ambition and object were nobie, and the end was 
noble also. This war also settied for all time 
that the numbers in these United States who love 
their country more than they doany section of it. 
or any sectin it, or any seifish scheme for any 
part, rather than the whale. these who thus love 
it are more and mightier than the others, who at 
any time would destroy it to gain their own sel- 
tish ends. 


ACHIEVED A LASTING GLORY. 


Men in Blue Fought fora Grand Cause 
and All Honor Should Be Theirs. 

**T hate the spirit that seeks to belittle the 
cause in which the men in blue achieved fame 
and glory, and I hate whoever tries to depre- 
ciate a public sense of reverence and grati- 
tude,” said Dr, H, D. Kimball, pastor of the 
First M. E. Church, yesterday morning, and 
the veterans wearing their Grand Army 
blue and brass signified their approbation - by 
applause. The law of charity is the same 
now as it was when treason attempted to de- 
stroy the Nation, but it does not call on us to 
obliterate the lines of distinction between 


right and wrong. The old spirit exists today 


in many a breast, not only in the South 
but among us here in the North, as it did iu 
all its loathsome nature during the dark days 
of the great struggie. It is this that attempts 
with unholy influence to undermine our loyal 
and dutiful recognition of the work of the 
men who gave up all that was dear to them at 
home and went forth to grim and terrible un- 
certainty in loyalty to the country.” 

The speaker addressed a congregation in 
which were members of Gen. Daniel Dustin 
Post No. 752, G. A. R., Corps No, 219, Pa- 
triotic Order Daughters of America, and a 
number of Sons of Veterans. Continuing he 
said : 

It is believed best that the late unpleasantness 
should be referred to softly and tbe flags should 
be hid away to avoid disturbing any feelings. It 
is suggested that the boys in blue go South and 
decorate the rebel graves and vice versa, thus 
forming a sort of love feast. This does not mean 
commemoration, but oblivion. There. is 
no sympathy in such a_ work. True 
charity never prompted us to . forget 
those to whom we owe the depth of gratitude or 
reverence, and lam not afraid to say that there 
is an everlasting irreconcilable difference be- 
tween the men who fought to save the Nation and 
the men who conspired and worked to destroy 
it. We owe tothe memory of those departed 
defenders to take a lesson from them. We 
have learned «that an  unprincipled com- 
promise is impossible. It was very hard to 
distinguish between the rebellion and the 
rebel, but after thirty years of peace all preju- 
dice should disappear. We cannot forget, but 
we can forgive. There can be reconciliation 
without regret, unity without division, but there 
must be a unity formed by two parts.

Wives and Mothers Suffered Privations as 
Well as Those Who Wore the Bluc, 

Patriotism was the theme of the sermon by 

the Rev. A. M. White at the memorial service 


held in the Wesley M, E. Church yesterday 


morning. The church was appropriately dec- 
orated with American flags. The Garland 
Quartet'sang “The Flag Withouta Stain” 


‘and assisted the choir throughout the service. 


He commenced his sermon by commending 
the patriotic custom of honoring and decorat- 
ing the graves of the patriot dead. He told 


the story of the first patriots who died 


for America over 100 years ago—of the mid- 
night ride of Paul Revére to waken up the 
viagers and give them warning that the 
British were coming, of the hasty assembly of 


the armed citizefis with their insufficient 


uipment. without officers or discipline, and 
of the heroic stend they made. The first bat- 
tle for liberty was rather a massacre than a 
battle. In it eighteen men fell before the 
first British voliey, eight dead, and ten 
wounded. But the blood of these martyrs 
to liberty was not shed in_ vain, 
for a year later witnessed the 
declaration of independence and the 
uprising of the wholecountry. Then began the 
momentous struggle of the thirteen co.onies 
without an army, without a treasury, without 
a scheme of finance, against a powerful and 
well-disciplined army, backed b ~ 
navy in the world. Continuing he said: 

As it wasin the war of independence so it was 
in the later stupendous struggle which many of 
us can remember. When Fort Sumter was fired 
upon and the cry resounded through the country 
to rally to the support of the Union how the 
young men rushed to answer it! These boys in 

lune did not go out to fight for gold or for non- 
ors or for power, but for love of liberty. Thev 
went outin bundreds of thotisands to do'their 
duty. and behaved like heroes, braving death and 
enduring all the miseries of war, They hadno 
thought of selfish gain, but only of their duty 
to their cOuntry. Over a hundred thousand 
of them passed through the horrors of the South- 
ern prison pens amid pestilence and famine and 
they bore their sufferings manfnliy, rejecting the 
temptations continually offered them to purchase 
liberation ayd rank bv betraving ‘heir country. 


HERUVUES LIVE FOREVER. - 


Country Is Blessed Whose Tombs Treasure 
the Ashes of the Brave. 

‘‘ Decoration Day ’’ was the subject of the 
sermon preached yesterday morning by the 
Rev. Frank M. Bristol, pastor of the First 
Methodist Church in Evanston. He said in 


part: 

Blessed is that country whose tombs treasure 
the mighty ashes of beroes. here is a gospe!

As yet 
yur debt to the men who fought and died for the 
Union can only be paid by those expressions of 
gratitude which bury their graves in flowers! and 
orighten their names with sulogy. Monuments 
are rising where the great dead sleep, and com- 
ng generaticns will read of their vaior and pa- 
triotism. “The day will come when some poeta 
Homer. a Milton—of this new land shal rise to 
ding the epic of gzioriou$ past, and in the 
music of immortal verse the names of our heroes 
and their victories will be sent down to. thril, 
he heart of remotest posterity. But unti

Allegations Which Resulted in Expulsion 
from the Church Twenty Years Aco. 
It. will be twenty years next Novem ber since 


‘Prof. Swing, then pastor of the Fourth Presby- 


terian Church, after ecclesiastical proceedings 
which had kept Chicago in a tumult.of excite- 
ment for six months, was deposed from the 
Presbyterian ministry. The leader in the 
prosecution against Prof. Swing was the Rev. 
Dr. Francis L, Patton, then editor of the Inte- 
rior, and now President of Princeton Univer- 
sity. It was April 18, 1874, that he arose in 
the Chicago Presbytery and presented his 
charges against Prof, Swing, introducing the 
subject with the following remarks: 
Dear Brethren: In the month of August, 1873 
I published in the Interior an editorial review o 
Prof. Swing’s sermon on “Olid Testament In- 
spirations.” It was written in the sprrit of kind- 
ness, with no thought of controversy and with 
no idea that it would iead to judicial inquiry. 
To the discussion between Prof. Swing: and my- 
self I need not refer except to say that it was the 
oceasion of a careful examination of his theo- 
logical views as they appear in his writings. 
have adverted to some of these views, a8 you are 
aware, in the Interior. Indeed, fidelity to the 
church of which I am a minister required me to 
do so.. It would have given me great pleasure, 
as 1 know it would have been a great satis- 
faction to many others of his minis- 
terial brethren, had this discussion result- 
ed in a vindication of Prof. Swing 
from any imputation of heresy and in showing 
that he is a sincere believer in the doctrinal sys- 
tem of that church in which he has been so hon- 
ored and loved. And since this is not the case, it 
would have been more in accord with my feelings 
if some older member of the presbytery could 
have assumed the responsibility of bringing the 
erroneous views of Prof. Swing to your notice.

GREAT VALUE OF LEGUMINOUS PLANTS. 


How They Take Up Nitregen and Enrich 
the Soil for Crops. 

A recent bulletin issued by the Department 
of Agriculture contains important inforima- 
tion on the value and use of leguminous 
plants for green manuring and for feeding. 
A chapter of the bulletin entitled “ How 
Plants Get Nitrogen from the Air’”’ is espe 
cially valuabie, and is in part as follows: 


The air we breath is about four-fifths nitragen 
and one-fifth oxygen. We use oxygen in breath- 
ing, but discard. the nitrogen. It nas been re- 
garded merely as a material for diluting the oxy- 
gen, which would otherwise be too strong for our 
use. Ali attempts economicaily to render this 
nitrogen availabie for plant food by chemical! 
means have been unsuccessful. Recently it has 
been discovered that the so-calied leguminous 
plants—clover, peas, beans, lupines, vetches, 
etc.—can take up this nitrogen of the air, and 
can grow without being manured with nitrogen 
if manured with phosphoric acid and 
potash. The manner in which is | nk 
trogen assimilation takes place s been 
earefuily and peiestty studied by scientista, 
and aithough the ‘details are not fully under- 
stood the primary cause has beeu found. It is 
beiieved that planta are enabled to get this 
nitrogen through the activity of the lower forms 
ol life, bacteria or microbes. These organiza- 
tions jive in the soil and are to be found wherp 
leguminous plants have been grown. They proa- 
duce, or cause the plant to produce. little nodules, 
oritabercles on the roots, It is through these 
tubercles that the plant gets its atmospherir 
nitrogen. By just what physiological process 
the nitrogen assimilation takes place ip 
a question still in dispute among 
scientists. It is a peculiar fact that few, if any, 
root tubercles are formed when leguminous 
plants are manured with nitrogen; the plants 
must first hunger for nitrogen before the tuber- 
cles are formed, and the presence of tubercies in- 
a that the plant ig taking nitrogen from 

@ air. 

Now, curious as it may seem, there appear to 
be different forms of bacteria for different kinds 
of plants. Hence it sometimes becomes 
necessary to provide crops with the necessery 
bacteria before they can use the nitrogen 
of the air. his is done by 
applying a light dressing of soil in which the 
kind of plants itis wished to grow have been 
previously grown. This is called soil inocu.a- 
tion. It is sometimes necessary in growing aA 
crop on a piece of land for the first time in sev- 
eral years. Suppose, for instance, that peas 
which had been sown on land manured with 

hosphates and potash, but without nitrogen, 
alled to grow luxuriantly. Lf the other condi- 
tions were favorabie the inference would be that 
bacteria of the ridht kind were lacking in tne 
soil and a light dressing of soil in which peas 
had previous:y been successfuily grown might be 
applied. | Such treatment as this has repeatedly 
been tried with success on a large scale. Thesp 
discoveries throw a new light on gteen 
manuring and on the plants: best adapted 
for green manuring. They recommend it more 
bigbiy than ever before as a soil renovator and a 
cheap means of maintaining the fertility ofa 
soil. They show that while both leguminous 
and non-ieguminous plants enrich the soil alike 
in bumus-forming materials, in proportion to 
the size of the crop, they differ in respect to the 
source of their nitrogenadus materials. Whilb 
non-leguminous plants derive their nitrogen sup- 
piy almost exciusively from the soil ieguminous 

lants may take theirs largely from the air. 
Gonesanently if oak buckwheat, mustard, 
etc. (hon-leguminous plants). are grown on the 
soil and the crop plowed in the soil i 
net materially enriched in nitrogen, 
process is simply returning 
the nitrogen which the crop 
since leguminous plants may derive the larger 
proportion of their abcnagay «4 from witbout the 
soil; that is, from the air. their use for green 
manuring actually enriches the sdilin nitrogen- 
ous matter. 
* It will thus be seen that by green manuring 
with leguminous crops it is possible to manure 
the soil with nitrogen from the air, a free and 
inexhaustibie source, and thus avoid buying fer- 
tilizers contaihing much nitrogen, This greatiy 
lessens the expense for commercial fertilizers, 
for nitrogen is the most éxpensive element the 
farmer has to buy. It costs from 15 to 20 cents 
a pound, whiie potash and phosphoric acid ¢ost 
oniy five to seven cents, or even less. Aithongh

Then there is the same delay in Congress, 
which, much more than the labor troubles 
even, prevents the beginning of the hoped for 
revival. The real wonder must be that the 
volume of trade is as great as it is. There is 
really conside-abie activity in some directions, 
and particularly where the business is the sup- 
plying of the needs of bumanity, It is but an- 
other illustration of an often stated fact that 
there are no accumulated stores of manufactured 
products in the country, anc that While all pur, 
chasing is of a hand to mouth eharacter even 
such a demand now results in a fair amount of in- 


dustrial activity. 

There has been a shade of change in the money 
markets. It has been in the direction of a slight- 
ly firmer feeling for time loans. Call money, 
however, remains excessively easy, and there is 
everywhere extraordinary accumulations of idle 
money. Bankers are not seeking an outlet for 
this idle money quite as eagerly as they did 
awhile ago, for as a rule they think they see 
some prospect of a firmer situation. 

‘The State banks made their reports to che An- 
ditor during the week and the showing was about 
what might have been expected in the light of 
the national bank statements. Cash resources 
are larger than ever before, while loans and dis- 
counts are considerably less than they werea 
year ago, and far less than they were at the be- 
ginning of the year 1898. 

The stock markets have shown some strength 
both here and in New York, but it has been a 
strength built largely on the speculative condi- 
tians ot the markets themselves. They were 
oversold and the natural process of a reaction 
drove shorts to cover and sent up prices. In the 
lo¢al market the advance has beep almost fully 
built on room trading transactions and the pub- 
lic has taken little part in it. The public is not 
yet ready to go into a bull campaign, while gen- 
eral conditions remain so unsatisfactory and the 
fixing of quotations has for some time been pret- 
ty largely left to the professiona! fraternity. The 
public's interest in the bond market has subsided 
algo and the record of sales for the week shows 
but a paltry total. Ae 

Turuing from the money market and securities 
to the produce markets the hesitation of the in- 
vesting public is just about as pronounced, 
With one exception the leading cereals —ever a 
fayorite with tne speculator—are romarkably 
lowin price and. still the buying has at no 
time been of such a character as to inspire confi- 
debee in any immediate recovery in values. 
Wheat bulle had a mosttrying week, the price 
holding but a shade better than the low level 
reached earlier in the month, which, incidentally, 
was the lowest ever recorded. 

The situation in wheat is not, at the moment, 
encouraging to those who believe it should sel] 
at better prices. Almost from first to last the 
foreign markets have been depressed. Not only 
here and at New York but io Engiand as weil, 
which is the greatest of all consum markets, 
this staple is selling at figures never before 
dreamed of and Russia and Argentina arecompet- 
ing sharply with us for an outiet for their sur- 
plus. The eountry last named has. within a few 
days, delivered at London docks a merchantable 
quality of wheat at a price no higher than good 
milling wheat commands in Salenee toned. and 
this after carrying it 4,000 miles, an vessels 
have offered to accept grain for E nope for noth- 
ing in order to secure fiecessary ballast and 
the offer has not been favored by exporters be- 
cause they could not do so except at a loss, tak- 
ing into consideration prices here and abroad. 
So much for the bear arguments on the foreign 
situation. Nearer home are che continued labor 
cisturbances, the poor milling demand, and the 
old fact of a big surpius in public warehouses 
which must soon face new wheat. In other 
words the speculator who looks toward the ris- 
ing sun can see nothing on which to buy wheat. 
But turning toward the West there are any 
number of bullish crop advices at every turn. 
Most important is the continuance of 
severe drought west of the Missouri River 
which will require much rain toeffectually re- 
lieve. From some other winter wheat States 
come reports of damage through insect iife and 
through rust, with a belief more or less general 
that the winter wheatcrop is not holding its 
own. Ail of these bull influences, however, have 
been ineffectual in securing recognition of the 
possibility that wheat shouid seli much higher. 
The bear party has dominated the market, and 
sentiment is largely in direction. The lead- 
ets have been rather aggressive, and . the outside 
world is fort the present dispused to leave the 
market to the professionals. 

Corn and oats have been obliged to yield to the 
dominant influence of bearishness, especially as 
the movement from the country had been liberal. 
but after al: the interesting thing in these mar 
kets is the good demand tor shipment. Appar 
entiy ignoring the weakness in wheat, buyers of 
coarse grains for shipment to the East at exist- 
ing iow rates of freight have been active and the 
business Jarge.
